On Monday, April 4, 2011, at 0826 hours, Deputies Fisk бтп S Rines ШШ 


(Century Unit 217B) received а prowler call (Tag 74) in the area of Baird Avenue, Los 
Angeles. Deputy Inzunza and his partner, Deputy Sibrian, (Century Unit 217A) assigned 
themselves to the call and went enroute. 


Deputies Sibrian and Inzunza were in a marked black and white sheriff's patrol car, in full 
Class A uniform, and it was the second time they had worked together. 


While enroute to the call, Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian were directed by the handling unit 
to go to 9274 Street and Zamora Avenue, and eventually parked their patrol car at the 
northwest corner of 9274 Street and Zamora Avenue. 


Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian started walking westbound on the south sidewalk of 9274 
Street towards the general area where the suspect had been seen. Deputy Inzunza was 
in the lead, armed with an Ithaca shotgun, followed by Deputy Sibrian. 


Deputy Inzunza stopped а the east fence located at Е 9274 Street, when һе heard 
over the radio that the suspect was running to the front of 9274 Street. Deputy Inzunza 
believed he was dealing with a burglary suspect because someone put out over the radio 
that the suspect was seen coming out of a residence. They saw a female Hispanic (later 
identified as Witness а o- from the backyard of this location to the 
driveway (east side of residence), followed by a male (later identified as the suspect), who 
stopped when he saw the deputies. 


Deputy Inzunza asked Witness Y if she knew the suspect, and she replied she did 
not know him and thought the suspect was trying to break into the neighbor's residence. 
Deputy Inzunza noticed Witness MY appeared scared by her body language and he 
told the suspect to come to him. The suspect ran to the rear of the location and out of 
view. 


The suspect reappeared on the west side of the residence located at [East 92" 
Street, along a fence, with a gun in his right hand. The suspect was coming north toward 
the sidewalk as Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian approached westbound on the sidewalk to 
this residence. The suspect pointed the gun at Deputy Inzunza. Fearing for his safety, and 
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the safety of his partner, Deputy Inzunza fired one round from the shotgun, striking the 
suspect. After firing one round from the shotgun, the shotgun jammed, so Deputy Inzunza 
drew his county issued 9MM Beretta. 


The suspect jumped over a fence and into the front yard of GE ast 92" Street, with the 
gun still in his hand. Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian continued westbound on the sidewalk 
to the northwest corner of the residence located at East 927? Street, as the suspect 
continued running south down the driveway of the same location. The suspect turned 
toward his right and pointed the gun at Deputy Inzunza. Deputy Inzunza gave commands 
for the suspect to stop and put his hands up. Believing the suspect was going to shoot him 
or Deputy Sibrian, Deputy Inzunza fired four rounds from his Beretta, striking the suspect. 


The suspect tossed his gun and continued running south down the driveway, then 
eastbound, possibly between the residence and detached garage. Deputy Inzunza put out 
radio traffic indicating he had been involved in a shooting, along with the location, suspect's 
direction of travel, and clothing description. He also retrieved the suspect's gun from the 
ground because he was concerned the suspect would return and pick up the weapon. 


Deputy Inzunza and his partner returned to their patrol car (northwest corner of 92"! Street 
and Zamora Avenue) to ensure the suspect remained in the containment area, and to 
secure the suspect's weapon in the trunk of the patrol car. 


The suspect barricaded himself inside a garage at Mi Zamora Avenue. After obtaining 
a search warrant, personnel from the Department's Special Enforcement Bureau (SEB) 
introduced chemical agents into the garage. After several minutes, the suspect stepped 
out of the garage and laid down on the ground with his hands underneath him. After failing 
to comply with numerous commands to stand up and walk back to the arrest team, Deputy 
Gaunt deployed his K9 on the suspect. The arrest team moved in and placed the suspect 
under arrest several hours after the initial prowler call. 


The suspect was initially treated on scene for his injuries, then transported to Saint Francis 
Medical Center for additional medical treatment. 


IAB Note: Homicide Bureau’s complete case book is included in this 
case book (See Exhibit A). 


Internal Affairs Bureau Lieutenant Stefanie Fredericks was notified, and Sergeants John 
Rossi and Scott Graham responded to the Incident Command Post. The following review 
is based on written documentation, interviews of witnesses, involved deputies, and medical 
staff. 

IAB Note: Lieutenant Fredericks checked to see that the watch 
commander, Sergeant Figueroa, took reasonable steps to 
ensure that the involved and witness personnel did not 
discuss the incidentamong themselves or with uninvolved 
persons prior to being interviewed by the assigned 
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investigators, and thatthe involved and witness personnel 
did not collectively consult with their attorney or 
representative. In addition, Lieutenant Fredericks checked 
to see if the watch commander attempted to have involved 
and witness personnel gather in the company of a 
supervisor until they have provided a statement to the 
assigned investigators.

Suspect Billups sustained three gunshot wounds to his left back, left thigh, and right 
buttock regions. He also sustained dog bites on the right side of his back. The suspect 


was treated on scene and transported to Saint Francis Medical Center in Lynwood, for 
additional medical treatment. 


Deputy Personnel: 

No deputy personnel were injured during the incident. 

PHYSICAL EVIDENCE 

The crime scene was approximately one block in size. Several expended bullet casings, 
lead/pellet fragments, fired bullets, and some of the suspect's clothing and property were 


found throughout the scene. Bullet impacts were also found and documented.

INVESTIGATOR OBSERVATIONS 

The 1300 block of East 92" Street is primarily residential. 9274 Street is an east/west 


street, single lane asphalt service, which accommodates parking on the north and south 
sides of the street. The shooting incidents occurred between Baird Avenue to the west and 
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Zamora Avenue to the east. To the south of 92™ Street is an east/west alleyway, which 
can provide access to vehicles and pedestrians. 


The primary locations of this incident were ШЕН NY East 0277 Street, and JM 
Zamora Avenue. ll and J East 9277 Street are the two locations where Deputy 
Inzunza fired his weapons.

REVIEW OF RADIO TRANSMISSIONS 


The Internal Affairs Bureau Investigator reviewed the radio transmissions associated with 
the incident. The Working Channel, Local Tactical Channel (L-TAC), and Area Tactical 
Channel (A-TAC 4) were reviewed. 


On the Working Channel, at 0836 hours, Deputy Inzunza is heard requesting emergency 
clearance, and for the "Patch." He advises he had just been involved in a "998" (shooting) 
at 9274 Street and Zamora Avenue of an armed burglary suspect. He provides a clothing 
cescuption of the suspect, and he advises the suspect is going to the rear of ll East 
92" Street. 


Deputies can be heard acknowledging the radio traffic and providing response times, when 
a deputy can be heard over the radio saying, “Let me see your hands.” Aero Unit (Air-7) 
also comes up on the frequency asking the deputies for their location. 


Initially, the radio traffic indicates that deputies might have detained the suspect, then a 
deputy comes over the air advising the suspect is between the house and the green 
garage illl East 92" Street). The same deputy advises everyone to hold their positions 
and to watch their crossfire. 


Seconds later, Deputy Inzunza broadcasts the suspect's physical and clothing description 
again, and advises the suspect is contained between Baird Avenue and Zamora Avenue, 
south of 92" Street. Deputy Inzunza also advises the shotgun “jammed up.” 


Radio traffic indicates the suspect is jumping fences and running eastbound. Deputies can 
be heard adjusting their containment positions, along with a supervisor and Air-7 
responding. A deputy then advises he was contacted by a resident at lié Zamora 
Avenue, who told him the suspect just entered their garage. 


Radio traffic continues with a K9 request, Command Post issues, assignments to block 
traffic in the area, Air-7 providing surveillance information, and Roll Call before switching 
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to the Area Tactical Channel (А-ТАС 4). 


On the Local Tactical Channel (L-TAC), at 0831 hours, deputies can be heard providing 
additional information about the call. 


Deputy Inzunza can be heard arriving in the area. Approximately three minutes later (0834 
hours), Deputy Inzunza is directed to the front of a "Cream colored" or "Light yellow" house 
оп 9274 Street. At 0836 hours, deputies can be heard advising the suspect is running 
westbound on 9274 Street. 


On the Area Tactical Channel (A-TAC 4), at 0848 hours, a K9 Unit deputy can be heard 
confirming the circumstances with Command Post personnel, along with a description of 
the suspect, and the address of the barricaded suspect. 


Deputy personnel can be heard confirming the need for evacuations of the crime scene 
area, and other instructions regarding the containment and Command Post duties. A K9 
Unit deputy also advises the Command Post they will be arriving in a few minutes and will 
go directly to the target location ( Zamora Avenue). 


Additional information is broadcasted to the Command Post regarding the informants at 

Zamora Avenue and the suspect inside the garage. The Command Post indicates 
they would be making telephonic contact with the informants at the location. They also 
advised that a weapon had been recovered from the suspect, and it was unknown if he had 
additional weapons. 


Radio traffic indicated evacuations were being done, and victims from Jl) Zamora 

Avenue were being transported to the Command Post for additional information. A K9 Unit 

also advises of an open door at) East 927% Street, and they were going to clear the 

location.

It was daylight when the incident occurred (0900 hours). The weather was sunny and dry.

IAB Note: Ап examination of Deputy Inzunza's shotgun showed опе 
fired shotshell and three live shotshells taken from the 
Ithaca shotgun (See Exhibit A, Page 142). Four expended, 
9 MM, casings, 3 fired bullets, Shotshell wadding and 
pellets were recovered at the scene. (See Exhibit A, Pages 
145, 146, and 152. 


IAB Note: Deputy Inzunza indicated in his IAB interview that he had 
qualified with his firearm. A check of Deputy Inzunza's 
qualification records indicated the last time he qualified 
was in the 274 Trimester of 2010. Range Staff said no 
delinquency report was generated for the 3 Trimester of 
2010; however, the draft version of the delinquency report 
for ће 1* Trimester of 2011 listed Deputy Inzunza’s name. 
Deputy Inzunza was unable to produce a shooting card 
score for the 3 Trimester of 2010, or the 15 Trimester of 
2011. 


WEAPONS USED BY SUSPECT 
The suspect's firearm was recovered а 92"° Street. The firearm is a “Lorcin,” 
Semiautomatic pistol, 380 Caliber, Model "L380," Serial Number 217662. The chamber 


was empty, and the magazine contained no cartridges (See Exhibit A, Page 144). 


Further inspection of the suspect's firearm by crime lab personnel determined the weapon 
to be non-functional, due to a broken firing pin (See Exhibit A, Page 141).

PROPERTY DAMAGE 
Bullet impacts were observed on the north facing surface of the north side of the stairway 


leading to Е ast 92"* Street IM, at the north exterior wall of the garage located 
south of East 92 Street, and bullet related damage to the grass located west of the 
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walkway, west of MB East 927% Street (See Exhibit A, Pages 143 through 144). 


Shot pellet damage was also located on the east and north exterior walls of [East 927% 
Street. This damage consisted of three impacts on the east wall and two impacts on the 
north wall. Based on Deputy Inzunza's statements, the damage was caused by Deputy 
Inzunza's use of his service weapon and Department shotgun while engaging the suspect 
(See Exhibit A, Pages 143 through 144).

INVOLVED EMPLOYEE STATEMENTS 


Involved Deputy Gonzalo Inzunza was interviewed by Homicide Bureau investigators 
John Fredendall and Ken Clark in the presence of his attorney, Audra Call of Green & 
Shinee, on April 4, 2011, at 1733 hours. The interview was conducted at Century Station, 
and was audio recorded. 


Deputy Inzunza said Century Unit 216B received the handle on a prowler call in the area 
of Baird. He said they (he and his partner, Deputy Sibrian) assigned themselves to the call 
and started responding from 59" Street and Central Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza said they were directed by the handling unit to go to Zamora and 9274 
Street. They arrived at the location and the handling deputy gathered information from an 
informant that they had seen the suspect in the backyard of a property on 9274 Street. He 
and his partner were directed to the front of a property on 92" Street. They got back into 
their patrol car and went to the northwest corner of 9274 Street and Zamora. They started 
walking westbound on the south sidewalk towards the target location. Deputy Inzunza had 
an Ithaca shotgun in his hand, followed by his partner. 


Deputy Inzunza said they got toll 9277 Street and approached the driveway as he 


heard over the radio that the suspect was running eastbound and to the front toward 927% 
Street. Deputy Inzunza said he saw the suspect approximately 20 yards away, standing 
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to the left of a female Hispanic. He said the suspect was less than one foot away from the 
female Hispanic. He said the suspect saw him, attempted to grab the female Hispanic, 
and had "that look" like he was scared or panicked. Deputy Inzunza asked the female 
Hispanic if she knew the suspect. She said, *No. No." and shrugged away from the 
suspect. She told Deputy Inzunza she did not know who the suspect was and thought he 
was trying to break in (to the neighbor's house). 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect ran to the rear of the property where he lost sight of him. 
He said he raised the shotgun and speed walked toward the direction of the suspect, with 
Deputy Sibrian behind him. The suspect re-appeared on the number three side of the 
target location with a handgun in his hand. The suspect saw Deputy Inzunza , started to 
walk toward him, and pointed the handgun at Deputy Inzunza. He said he told the suspect 
to put his hands up and fired one round from the shotgun at the suspect. 


Deputy Inzunza said he racked the shotgun, but it jammed, as he told the suspect to put 
his hands up. The suspect jumped over a fence. Deputy Inzunza dropped the shotgun 
and ran to the front yard to the next house west of this location. Deputy Inzunza 
temporarily lost sight of the suspect, but the suspect re-appeared. Deputy Inzunza yelled 
at the suspect, who turned toward him with a handgun in his right hand. Deputy Inzunza 
said he shot at the suspect with his 9mm Beretta three to five times. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect tossed his handgun and disappeared by running 
eastbound. He said he got on the patch and heard radio traffic that the suspect was seen. 
Deputy Inzunza and his partner went back to Zamora to contain the area when someone 
said the suspect went into a garage. Deputy Inzunza said he had no cover or concealment 
when confronted by the suspect. 


Deputy Inzunza said he recovered the suspect's handgun (black .380 caliber semi- 
automatic) because he did not want the suspect to recover his own weapon. He secured 
the handgun in the trunk of their patrol vehicle and remained at the car with his partner until 
relieved. Once relieved, he reported to the Command Post (9274 Street and Central 
Avenue) with his partner, and ultimately went to Century Station. 


Deputy Inzunza said he believed the prowler call might turn into a burglary call as they got 
there because an informant mentioned seeing the suspect peaking through windows, and 
then lost sight of him.

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Involved Deputy Gonzalo Inzunza was interviewed by Internal Affairs investigators John 
Rossi and Scott Graham in the presence of his attorney, Audra Call of Green & Shinee, 
on August 17, 2011, at 1010 hours. The interview was conducted at Internal Affairs 
Bureau, Interview Room B, and was audio recorded. 


Deputy Inzunza said he has been with the Sheriffs Department for 12 years. Deputy 
Inzunza said after the academy, he worked the Inmate Reception Center (5 years), 
Century Station (5 % years), and is currently assigned to Narcotics Bureau. 


At the beginning of the interview, Deputy Inzunza was given the opportunity to change, 
modify, or add to any portion of his statement he made to homicide investigators the day 
of the incident since several months had passed and he has had time to reflect on the 
incident. Deputy Inzunza chose not to make any changes to his prior statement. 


IAB investigators briefly went through Deputy Inzunza's statement given to homicide 
detectives to confirm its accuracy and to provide clarity in certain areas, along with 
providing additional information in the area of tactics and training. 


Deputy Inzunza said on the day of the incident, he and his partner (Deputy Sibrian) were 
working 214A (Willowbrook Area). He was the bookman and Deputy Sibrian was the driver 
of a marked black and white Sheriff's patrol car. 


1АВ Note: The Daily In-Service and Deputy Daily Worksheet (DDWS) 
showed Deputy Inzunza and Deputy Sibrian were working 
Century Unit 217A. 


Deputy Inzunza said they assigned themselves to a prowler call in the Area of Baird 
Avenue. Enroute to the call, they were directed to go to 92" Street and Zamora Avenue. 
Deputy Inzunza said initially, they had parked their patrol car at Zamora Avenue and the 
east/west alley, south of 92"* Street, facing north. He said the handling unit then directed 
them to 927% Street, so they parked their patrol car at the northwest corner of 9274 Street 
and Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza said he started walking westbound on the south sidewalk of 9274 Street 
towards the general area where the suspect had been seen. Deputy Inzunza said he was 
in the lead, armed with the Ithaca shotgun, followed by Deputy Sibrian. 


Deputy Inzunza said he stopped at the east fence located at [East 92" Street, when 
he heard over the radio that the suspect was running to the front of 9274 Street, and 
believed he was dealing with a burglary suspect because someone put out over the radio 
that the suspect had been seen coming out of a residence. He said he saw a female (later 
identified as EBENE те from the backyard of this location to the driveway 
(east side of residence), followed by the suspect, who stopped when he saw Deputy 
Inzunza. Deputy Inzunza said he was approximately 20 yards away from the suspect, who 
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was shoulder о shoulder with the female. 


Deputy Inzunza said he asked the female if she knew the suspect, and she replied she did 
not know him and thought the suspect was trying to break into the residence. Deputy 
Inzunza noticed a petrified look on the female's face and saw the suspect try to reach for 
the female's shoulder. He said once the female shrugged off to the left, he told the 
suspect to come to him. The suspect ran to the rear of the location and out of view. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect reappeared on the west side of the residence located at 

East 9274 Street, along a fence, with a gun in his right hand. He said the suspect 
came north, along the fence, as if he was going to climb over it. Deputy Inzunza said the 
suspect slipped as he tried to climb over the fence, and continued north along the fence 
toward the sidewalk. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect was approximately 10 yards from the sidewalk, as he was 
approaching westbound on the sidewalk of 9274 Street atl East 9274 Street. He said 
the suspect turned toward him, and pointed a gun at him, so Deputy Inzunza fired one 
round from the shotgun. Deputy Inzunza said he was approximately 20 yards from the 
suspect when he fired the shotgun. 


Deputy Inzunza indicated the wall to the residence located а East 9279 Street was 
his backdrop, and he aimed with the sights prior to firing the shotgun. He said the only 
thing between him and the suspect was the wrought iron fence in front ОҢ В East 9274 
Street, and indicated some of the pellets may have hit the wrought iron fence when he 
shot. Deputy Inzunza said his partner was approximately five to eight feet behind him 
when he fired the shotgun, and he believes he struck the suspect. 


Deputy Inzunza said after he shot the first round, the shotgun jammed, and he tossed it to 
the ground. After the incident was over, he noticed that one of the forks used to load the 
round into the barrel was severely bent. | 


Deputy Inzunza said he did not put out any radio traffic at this time about the shooting 
because his focus was on the suspect, who was jumping over a fence and into the front 
yard of ШИЕ: 9274 Street, with a gun in his hand. He added he was also flustered as 
he tried several times to rack a new round into the barrel of the shotgun. 


Deputy Inzunza said he drew his 9MM Beretta and continued westbound on the sidewalk 
to the northwest corner of the residence located at Fast 927% Street, as the suspect 
continued running south down the driveway of the same location. Deputy Inzunza said the 
suspect was approximately 30 yards away, when the suspect turned toward his right and 
pointed the gun at him. He gave commands for the suspect to stop and put his hands up, 
then fired four rounds from his Beretta because he believed the suspect was going to shoot 
him or Deputy Sibrian. Deputy Inzunza said he utilized his sights, shot all four rounds one 
after the other, and his backdrop was the detached garage located south of the residence 
at EE аз 92° Street. He believed he hit the suspect with the rounds in the torso area 
because the suspect made a noise, and by the way the suspect's body motioned, after the 
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shooting. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect tossed his gun to the ground and continued running south 
down the driveway, then eastbound, possibly between the residence and the detached 
garage. Deputy Inzunza said he put out radio traffic indicating he had been involved in a 
shooting, along with the location, suspect's direction of travel, and clothing description. He 
also said he retrieved the suspect's gun because he was concerned the suspect would 
return and pick up the weapon. 


Deputy Inzunza and his partner returned to their patrol car (northwest corner of 92" Street 
and Zamora Avenue) to ensure the suspect remained in the containment area. They were 
ultimately relieved of their containment position, responded to the Command Post, then to 
Century Station. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect had several opportunities to give up and prevent the 
shooting, such as when he and his partner first made contact with the suspect, and the 
suspect was instructed to stop in the driveway а ll) East 9274 Street. When they made 
contact with the suspect, he was instructed to stop and put his hands up in the driveway 
at ШЙ East 92° Street, and when they made contact with the suspect and he was again 
instructed to stop and put his hands up in the driveway at ll East 92" Street. 


For Deputy Inzunza's complete statements, refer to his verbatim interview transcripts. 
SUSPECT STATEMENTS 


Suspect Tennell Billups Jr. was interviewed by Homicide Bureau investigators John 
Fredendall and Ken Clark on April 4, 2011, at 2040 hours. The interview was conducted 
at Saint Francis Medical Center, Intensive Care Unit - Room 3105, and was audio 
recorded. 


Investigator Fredendall read Suspect Billups his Miranda Warnings, but the suspect was 
unable to maintain a clear response to the investigators questions and the interview was 
terminated. 


IAB Note: During this interview, the suspect appeared to be under 
medication and was unable to provide clear verbal 
responses to the investigators questions (See Exhibit A, 
Pages 90 through 91). 


Subject Billups was interviewed a second time by Homicide Bureau investigators John 
Fredendall and Ken Clark on April 5, 2011, at 1211 hours. The interview was conducted 
at Saint Francis Medical Center, Intensive Care Unit, and was audio recorded. 


Investigator Fredendall read Suspect Billups his Miranda Warnings, and he agreed to talk 
with investigators without the presence of an attorney. 
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Subject Billups said his саг broke down зо he started walking. He said һе got to 92". 
Street and was wearing a lot of blue, when some guys in a car pulled up and said 
something to him. Subject Billups said he ran down a side street and jumped a gate, and 
stayed there for at least 20 minutes because the car kept coming past. He said he waited, 
then went into another yard and came out on the next block far away from them (people 
in the car), and was confronted by the police. 


Subject Billups said the police told him to freeze and they started shooting at him. The 
police said he had a gun, and he told them he did not have a gun, and the officer started 
shooting. Subject Billups said he started running and jumped over a gate as the deputy 
got out of his car, went running toward him, and shot at him. Subject Billups said he ran 
around the back of a house, and another officer was there and that officer started to shoot 
at him. He said the officer was trying to kill him and he got shot. He told the officer he got 
shot and the officer told him, “Рт going to shoot you again mother fucker." The suspect 
said he kept running and was scared. 


As investigators questioned the suspect about the incident, he said his white truck 
registered to him broke down on Avalon as he was trying to go to his sister's house. He 
said the people that confronted him in the car were black and in a gray Impala. The 
suspect admitted to being a member of the Santana Block gang (Crips) and said the guys 
in the car were Bloods. 


Suspect Billups said when he first saw the deputies, he did not recognize them as cops. 
He said he saw the gun and did not know if they were the guys from the gray Impala or not. 
He said it happened so fast and he (deputy) started shooting. The suspect said he does 
not know who shot him, but the police were shooting at him and he did not have a gun. 
During his interview, the suspect said he had been shot 11 times prior to this incident, so 
when someone brandishes a gun, "he is gone." 


The suspect said there was a woman there during the incident and he told the woman, 
"These people are trying to do something to me." The suspect said the woman told him 
to stay right there and the police started shooting at him. 


The suspect said once he was shot, he started running. The suspect said he was shot at 
approximately 16 times. He said the second time he was shot at, he laid on the ground 
once he realized it was the police. He said the police told him not to move, and mentioned 
he had been shot and he was hurting. The suspect said while he was on the ground, the 
police started shooting again. The suspect said they released the (police) dog on him, and 
the dog dragged him for two blocks. 


The suspect denied on several occasions that he had a gun during any part of this incident. 


The suspect said after he was shot, he ran into someone's garage. The suspect said he 
was shot in the back and in the back of his legs, and did not know it was the police. He 
said once he was hiding in the garage, he knew the police were outside but he was scared. 
He said the police were saying come out or we are going to start shooting again. The

suspect denied going into anyone's house during the incident. 


The suspect said he has been diagnosed with НУУН and 


has not been taking his medication for the past couple of weeks. 


Investigators questioned the suspect further regarding him going into someone's house. 
They told the suspect that a witness saw him coming out of someone's house. The 
suspect started to deny entering anyone's house, but as Investigators questioned him 
further, he said he did not know because he was running, scared, and he had been shot. 
They continued to question the suspect and the suspect admitted to being in three 
adjacent yards, but denied going into any of the houses. 


As investigators were summarizing the suspect's story with him, the suspect said he was 
running from the guys in the car. He ran through a couple yards trying to work his way to 
his sister's house. The suspect said he peeked his head out when he was contacted. The 
woman was next to him and he told her it was the cops. The suspect said the woman told 
him to stay there. He said when he looked again, the officer started shooting. The suspect 
said the woman had already run away when the officer started shooting. 


The suspect said he ran into another yard, and an officer started shooting. The suspect 
said he ran back to the other yard and stopped because he knew he had been shot and 
he was getting weak. The suspect said he went into the garage and laid there. The 
suspect said they shot tear gas into the garage which caused him to crawl out. At one 
point, the suspect spoke with his female friend “lbn the telephone. He told her to 
stop calling his phone because he had been shot. 


The suspect said he was arrested once in the past for MM = < a juvenile. 
For Suspect Billups' complete statements, refer to his verbatim interview transcripts. 


IAB Note: Тһе Homicide Bureau Investigators summarized their 
interview with Suspect Billups in a Supplemental Report 
included in this case book (See Exhibit A, Pages 91 
through 96). 


A Compact Disc, containing the audio recording of 
Suspect Billups' interview, is also included in this case 
book. 


SWORN WITNESSES 
Witness Deputy Erik Sibrian was interviewed by Homicide Bureau investigators John 
Fredendall and Ken Clark in the presence of his attorney, Audra Call of Green & Shinee, 


on April 4, 2011, at 1837 hours. The interview was conducted at Century Station, and was 
audio recorded. 
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Deputy Sibrian said he was working uniformed patrol as “217 Адат” (driver) with his 
partner, Deputy Inzunza (bookman). He said they heard а prowler call, in the area of 92" 
Street, over the radio and they assigned themselves to the call. When asked about any 
additional information about the call, Deputy Sibrian said it was transferred from the Los 
Angeles Police Department and it involved a male Hispanic in a backyard. He could not 
remember if the call indicated the male Hispanic was "just hanging out" or if he was looking 
through windows. 


Deputy Sibrian said when they arrived, they parked their vehicle on the corner of 92'*. 
Street and Zamora. Deputy Sibrian and his partner got out of the vehicle and stood by one 
house south of the alley on containment, waiting for additional information regarding the 
location. 


Deputy Sibrian said his partner was armed with the department issued shotgun. He said 
he (Deputy Sibrian) had loaded the shotgun with 00 Buck shells. 


1АВ Note: Crime Lab personnel indicated the shotgun was loaded 
with #4 Buck shotshells (See Exhibit A, Page 142) 


Deputy Sibrian said one of the units requested them over the radio to go to mid-block 9274 
Street. He said they walked west on 92" Street (south sidewalk) with his partner in front 
of him. He said they were looking at every house from the sidewalk, when they saw a lady 
(female Hispanic, 18 to 25 years old, dark hair, slim figure) "pop out" from an open 
driveway. He said they looked at her and started walking toward the driveway. He said 
the lady (later identified as WWW did not look normal, like she appeared to be 
startled, surprised, or scared. 


Deputy Sibrian said his partner made contact with the female asking if everything was 
okay. He said she just looked at them, when they saw a guy (suspect) standing next to 
her. Deputy Sibrian said it seemed like the suspect was holding her hand and she was not 
free to come to them. Deputy Sibrian said his partner asked the female if she knew the 
suspect and she said “No.” Deputy Inzunza told the suspect to come to him so he could 
talk to him. Deputy Sibrian said the female was able to walk to the middle of the driveway 
and told deputies she did not know the suspect and the suspect was trying to go into her 
house, as the suspect was trying to hide from them. He said the suspect kept popping his 
head in and out at them. 


Deputy Sibrian said the suspect ran westbound. He said Deputy Inzunza starting heading 
westbound on 9274 Street while he momentarily stayed where he was because he was 
unsure where the suspect was going, then he (Deputy Sibrian) followed Deputy Inzunza. 


Deputy Sibrian said he was approximately five to ten feet behind his partner, when he 
heard the “boom” from the shotgun as he saw the suspect running, and tried to see where 
the suspect was going. Deputy Sibrian said the suspect jumped a fence westbound as he 
tried to see what was going on and thought the suspect might have a gun. Deputy Sibrian 
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said he started looking for cover. Тһе suspect stopped, turned toward them, and Deputy 
Inzunza fired three to four rounds from his county issued Beretta. He said the suspect ran 
southbound on a pathway. 


Deputy Sibrian said he never saw the suspect with a gun in his hand, and was concerned 
that they did not have any cover or concealment. 


Deputy Sibrian said Deputy Inzunza went down the pathway and picked up the suspect's 
gun from the ground, and they walked back to their patrol car and took cover. Deputy 
Sibrian said his partner was putting out radio traffic about the incident. Deputy Inzunza 
secured the suspect's gun in the trunk of their patrol car. 


Deputy Sibrian mentioned he was scared, he was positioned behind his partner during the 
incident, and he did not realize what was happening until later when he started piecing the 
incident together. 


Deputy Sibrian said they eventually went to the command post. 


IAB Note: Тһе Homicide Bureau Investigators summarized their 
interview with Deputy Sibrian in a Supplemental Report 
included in this case book (See Exhibit A, Pages 87 
through 90). 


A CompactDisc, containing the audio recording of Deputy 
Inzunza's interview, is also included in this case book. 


Witness Deputy Erik Sibrian was interviewed by Internal Affairs investigators John Rossi 
and Hector Velasquez in the presence of his attorney, Audra Call of Green & Shinee, on 
September 1, 2011, at 1104 hours. The interview was conducted at Internal Affairs 
Bureau, Interview Room A, and was audio recorded. 


Deputy Sibrian said he has been on the Sheriff's Department for approximately five years. 
During that time, he has worked Pitchess Detention Center - South Facility for 
approximately 4 years, and he is currently assigned to Century Station. Deputy Sibrian did 
his patrol training at Century Station and he said he had been off of training for 
approximately two to three months at the time of the incident. 


IAB Note:  Century's Training Staff indicated Deputy Sibrian was on 
training from August 1, 2010 through February 5, 2011. 
His training officers were Deputy В. Martinez # and 
Deputy C. Roberts and Deputy Sibrian 
successfully completed his patrol training without any 
extensions. 


At the beginning of the interview, Deputy Sibrian was given the opportunity to change, 
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modify, ог add to any portion of his statement he made to homicide investigators the day 
of the incident since several months had passed and he has had time to reflect on the 
incident. Deputy Sibrian chose not to make any changes to his prior statement. 


IAB investigators briefly went through Deputy Sibrian's statement given to homicide 
detectives to confirm its accuracy and to provide clarity in certain areas, along with 
providing additional information in the area of tactics and training. 


Deputy Sibrian said on the day of the incident, he was working Century 217Adam on 
dayshift. He was the driver, and his partner, Deputy Inzunza, was the bookman in a 
marked black and white Sheriff's patrol car. Both deputies were in Class A uniforms. They 
had worked together approximately two to three times prior to this incident. 


Deputy Sibrian said a prowler call was assigned to another unit in the area of Baird at 
approximately 0826 hours, and he and Deputy Inzunza assigned themselves to assist on 
the call. While enroute to the call, they were directed by the handling unit to go to 927% 
Street and Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Sibrian said they eventually parked their patrol car at the northwest corner of 927% 
Street and Zamora Avenue, and they were directed to go to the front of a location on 92° 
Street because the suspect had been seen in the area. 


Deputy Sibrian said he and Deputy Inzunza started to walk westbound on the south 
sidewalk of 927% Street (from Zamora Avenue). He said Deputy Inzunza was in the lead, 
with a shotgun in his hand. Deputy Sibrian said he inspected and loaded the shotgun at 
the beginning of the shift, but was unsure if he loaded the shotgun with 00 Buck shotshells 
or #4 Buck shotshells. 


IAB Note: Crime Lab personnel indicated the shotgun was 
loaded with Z4 Buck shotshells (See Exhibit A, Page 
142) 


As they were walking westbound on 9274 Street, Deputy Inzunza said he was approximately 
five feet behind Deputy Inzunza. Deputy Sibrian said he was wondering if the suspect was 
going to appear at the front of one of the residences and surprise them, he was wondering 
if they were dealing with a burglary suspect, and he was focused on Deputy Inzunza 
waiting for Deputy Inzunza to tell him what to do. 


Deputy Sibrian said they came across a female Hispanic (later identified as Mmm 

n a driveway at Y East 927% Street, who appeared startled, surprised, or 
scared. He said he saw a male (suspect) who kept poking his head back and forth at them 
from the rear of the residence, and appeared to be startled by their presence. He said they 
asked the female if she was okay, when the suspect appeared next to her. Deputy Sibrian 
said Deputy Inzunza asked the female Hispanic if she knew the suspect and she said, 
"No." He said Deputy Inzunza told the suspect to come to him. Deputy Sibrian estimated 
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the female Hispanic and suspect were approximately 15 to 20 feet away from them. 


Deputy Sibrian said the suspect started running westbound from the rear of the residence 
at ШИ East 927% Street. Deputy Sibrian said he momentarily stayed where he was at 
because he was unsure where the suspect was going, while Deputy Inzunza continued 
walking westbound. He said he was approximately five to ten feet away from Deputy 
Inzunza when he heard a shotgun blast, which caught him off guard. Deputy Sibrian said 
he was unsure who shot, or who got shot, because there was a containment, but he did 
see the suspect in the driveway of J East 92" Street. Deputy Sibrian said he was not 
looking at Deputy Inzunza, and his attention was drawn to the rear of the yards to make 
sure the suspect did not reappear behind them (east of them on 92" Street). The suspect 
then went into the front yard of East 92" Street. 


Deputy Sibrian said he did not shoot at the suspect because he did not know what he was 
shooting at. He said he did not see a gun (in the suspect's hands) and was still stunned 
by the shotgun blast. He said he did not know what was going on, and he did not want to 
shoot because he was behind Deputy Inzunza. Deputy Sibrian also indicated there was 
no cover or concealment immediate available to them, and he said he was unclear as to 
whether or not Deputy Inzunza told him the suspect had a gun because he was scared. 


Deputy Sibrian said they walked westbound on the sidewalk area toward the front of MN 
East 92" Street. He said Deputy Inzunza was still in front of him when the suspect turned, 
and Deputy Inzunza fired some rounds from his Beretta. Deputy Sibrian said he was trying 
to see what was going on, and he was hiding behind Deputy Inzunza because he was the 
only cover available. Deputy Sibrian said he was scared he was going to be shot based 
on the suspect's actions. 


Deputy Sibrian said he did not shoot at the suspect because he did not have a clear shot, 
he would have missed if he did shoot, and he was afraid he would accidentally shoot 
Deputy Inzunza because Deputy Inzunza was in front of him. Deputy Sibrian said he was 
prevented from taking a position to the side of Deputy Inzunza because he would not have 
any cover or concealment. 


Deputy Sibrian said the suspect continued south down the driveway ОҒ ЕЕЕ 2277 
Street and out of view. He said Deputy Inzunza retrieved the suspect's firearm, which the 
suspect had tossed on the driveway. Deputy Sibrian said this is the first time he saw the 
suspect's firearm during this incident, and never saw the firearm in the suspect's hands. 
He said they secured the suspect's firearm in the trunk of their patrol car. 


Deputy Sibrian said Deputy Inzunza had been putting out radio traffic by this time, but did 
not recall what information he put out over the radio. Deputy Sibrian said he did not put 
out any radio traffic during this incident. 

Deputy Sibrian said he and Deputy Inzunza were ultimately relieved from their containment 
position, responded to the Command Post, then to Century Station. 
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Deputy Sibrian said һе and Deputy Inzunza did not go in foot pursuit of the suspect during 
this incident. 


During the suspect's interview with Homicide Bureau investigators, the suspect alleged a 
couple of deputies shot at him, and he was shot at approximately 16 times. Deputy Sibrian 
said he was not aware of any deputy shooting at the suspect, other than Deputy Inzunza. 


The suspect alleged that a deputy said, "| am going to shoot you again, Mother Fucker." 
Deputy Sibrian said neither he or Deputy Inzunza told the suspect that. 


The suspect alleged that after the second shooting, he laid down on the ground once he 
realized it was the police, and the deputies started to shoot at him again. Deputy Sibrian 
said he did not remember seeing the suspect lay down on the ground during either one of 
Deputy Inzunza's shootings. 


During the interview, Deputy Sibrian mentioned that he was still in training mode. He said 
he had just gotten off patrol training, and he was looking at Deputy Inzunza to see what 
Deputy Inzunza wanted him to do because Deputy Inzunza had more experience. 


Deputy Sibrian said they did not discuss the issue of a designated shooter. 
For Deputy Sibrian's complete statements, refer to his verbatim interview transcripts. 
CIVILIAN WITNESSES 


The residential neighborhood near the shooting scene was canvassed for any potential 
witnesses. The area was canvassed by Century Station Deputies, and Homicide Bureau 
Investigators (See Exhibit A).

Witness И < a 27 year old female who resides at MM Los 


Angeles. She was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Tim O'Quinn on April 4, 
2011, at 1755 hours. The interview was conducted at Century Station and was audio 
recorded. 


Witness ШЕШЕ said at approximately 0830 hours, she was in her driveway, near the 
sidewalk, dusting off some mats when she saw a dark skinned male, bald, wearing dark 
clothing, walking eastbound on the south sidewalk of 92" Street. She said the uniformed 
deputy was behind the male telling him to stop. 


Witness 55 20 the male approach her neighbor, BE (later identified as 

who was standing near her (the neighbor's) back door, and started to 
talk with her. She was unable to hear what the male was saying to her neighbor, and said 
it seemed like the male tried to grab her neighbor because he got "really close to her." 
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Witness MM said she asked her neighbor later if the male grabbed her, and the 
neighbor said, "No." 


Witness ААА said the deputy asked her neighbor if she knew the male. The neighbor 
said, "No." She said the deputy told everyone to go inside, as the male started to run east 
down 9274 Street, on the south sidewalk, past Witness Ml esidence. She said the 
deputies ran after the male as she went inside her house. Later in the interview, Witness 
said the male ran across the grass in front of the neighbor's house as the deputy 
pursued him (indicating a possible westbound direction). 


Witness MM said approximately 25 to 30 seconds later, she heard one gunshot, а 
pause, then three to four more gunshots. She said she did not look outside her house 
because she was looking for her mother inside the house. 


Witness said deputies arrived at her residence approximately five minutes after 
the shooting, and told her she needed to leave her house.

Witness ШЕШШ» a 38 year old female who resides at | ЕЕЕ Los 
Angeles. She was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Tim O'Quinn on April 4, 
2011, at 1927 hours. The interview was conducted at Century Station and was audio 
recorded. 


Witness PY said at approximately 0830 hours, her daughter (Witness | 

as taking out her pet. Witness heard a “bang” on the exterior wall of 
the residence. She was about to go outside through the doorway near her driveway to 
check on her daughter, and she saw her daughter with her arms up and she appeared 
“frozen.” 


Witness НИ said she looked in the other direction (to her left) and saw a deputy with 
a shotgun standing at the beginning of her driveway, in front of her house, near the 


sidewalk. She said the deputy was looking toward her daughter, and she did not see 
anyone else next to her or the deputy. 


IAB Note: = is the neighbor west of Witness 
Witness said the deputy started running westbound, away from Witness 
residence, and she heard approximately two gunshots. Witness Ml] told 
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her daughter to go into the house. 


Once inside the house, Witness ШЕШ said her daughter told her there was a guy trying 
to open the side door of the neighbor's house when he saw her. The daughter said the 
guy jumped the fence, approached her, and asked her for a “Joint.” Witness Ml) said 
her daughter did not see where the guy went.

Witness EBENE: a 20 year old female who resides а ЕЕ i Los 


Angeles. She was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Brian Schoonmaker on April 
4,2011, at 1719 hours. The interview was conducted at Witness EE esidence 
and was audio recorded. 


Witness ЕЕЕ said it was approximately 0830 hours and she was sleeping, when 
she heard what sounded like a car tire “pop.” She later realized this tire pop sound was 
a single shot from the shotgun because she saw the shotgun laying on the ground. 
Moments later, she heard three different sounding pops, which she later realized was from 
the deputy's handgun. 


Witness WWW said she went to the window and saw three to four deputy sheriffs 
yelling for someone to come outside. She heard the male yell back at the deputies that he 
had a gun. 


Witness MY said she saw the male run eastbound from the green house ( 
East 9274 Street) to the yellow house 02" Street), and saw the deputies move 
after him. She heard someone yell, “Man Down,” and assumed the guy had been caught, 
so she went back to sleep. Witness ЕЕЕ awoke and saw a different group of 
deputies wearing helmets and dark green uniforms (Special Enforcement Bureau). She 
realized they were still trying to apprehend the male. 


Witness WWW aid she left the location to go eat, and returned to see more 
deputies in the area, along with helicopters. At approximately 1250 hours, she saw the 
male being wheeled away on a gurney (from the area of ll Zamora Avenue). 


Witness ШЕН described the male as a male Hispanic or light skinned male Black, 


bald, slim build, and estimated his height to be approximately 5'-11". She believed the 
male was wearing a white shirt and shorts. 


Witness MANN said her father, Witness MM) was outside watering 
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the grass at the time of the incident.

residence and was audio recorded. Witness Ши daughter, Witness 
assisted as the interpreter. 


Witness MN said he was outside watering his grass when he heard a loud 
pop (shotgun blast), followed by the other three gunshots. After hearing the gunshots, he 
went inside his house because he was scared. 


Witness ЕЕЕ said he heard the deputies yelling at someone to “Come Out,” 
but never saw the suspect or heard the suspect make any statements.

Witness is a 21 year old female who resides at EM НИ Los Angeles. 
She was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Tim O'Quinn on April 4, 2011, at 1840 
hours. The interview was conducted in an interview room at Century Station and was 
audio recorded. 


Witness said at approximately 0800 hours, she went out to the backyard with her 
guinea pig and saw a male (later identified as the suspect) opening the back door to her 
neighbor's house (Y 927: Street). She initially thought it was her neighbor, but the 
suspect jumped over her fence toward her. She said the suspect approached within 
approximately one foot of her and asked her if she had a “joint.” She said when the 
suspect asked her for a “joint,” the suspect was looking around and had his left hand in his 
sweater pocket (Hoodie). 


Witness PY told the suspect, “No,” and started to back away from him because she 


was scared. She said she heard a voice ask her if she knew the suspect, she turned 
around, and she saw two deputies. She told the deputies, “No.” She said she stood still 
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because she was scared, апа thought the suspect ran away, but she did not look back. 
Witness Е: 20 one of the deputies was holding what looked like a rifle. 


Witness said she saw the deputies run westbound on the sidewalk toward her 
neighbor's house. She heard one shot, then two to three different shots a few seconds 
after the initial shot. She said she did not witness the shooting. 


Witness ЕШ said her mother (Witness «MR t01 her to come т the house. 


Witness ШЕ described the suspect as being in between Hispanic and dark skinned, 
tall, bald, and wearing blue shorts and a blue sweater.

Witness is a 16 year old male who resides at | ЭЕ Los Angeles. 
He was interviewed by Homicide Bureau Detective Tim O'Quinn on April 4, 2011, at 1820 
hours. The interview was conducted in an interview room at Century Station and was 
audio recorded. 


At approximately 0830 hours, Witness 2:0 he looked out a window between his 
kitchen and living room, and saw four to five deputies in the alley with their guns drawn. 
He said they appeared to be looking for someone. 


Witness said the deputies got into their cars and went to the other side of 927% 
Street. He said he went outside, between the house and the garage, to feed his dogs. 
While outside, he said he heard one gunshot, followed by five gunshots approximately five 
to ten seconds after the first gunshot. 


Witness 52:0 he saw three to four deputies, with their guns drawn, running from 
92" Street toward Zamora Avenue. He said he saw a male (later identified as the suspect) 
jump a brick fence onto the rear of his property, ducked down, looked around, then ran 
toward the garage. While running toward the garage, the male and Witness ll]: saw 
each other, and the male put his finger against his lips indicating for the witness to be quiet 
and notto tell anyone. Based on the male's actions, Witness [believed the deputies 
were chasing him and he (suspect) was scared. 


Witness lll described the male as bald, dark skinned, wearing a black shirt and blue 
shorts. 


Witness ШЕШЕЙ said the male saw a door to the garage, opened the door, entered the 
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garage, and closed the door behind him. Witness said he went around to his front 
door and saw his mother, Jl and sister, He told them there was a male in the 
back house (garage), and his sister told him to tell the deputies. 


Witness said he went out the front door and told the deputies in the alley there was 
a male in his garage. Witness ШЕ returned to his house, and he and his family were 
eventually evacuated.

Witness ШЕШ 25 standing in the front yard of her residence, when she saw a male 
adult standing, then sitting down on the side porch stairs of her neighbor's residence. Her 
neighbor's residence із across ап alley from hers. She described the male as bald and 
wearing a dark blue sweater. 


Witness Ml aid she saw several police officers and decided to go inside her 
residence. She said she heard one gun shot a short time later, but did not see where it 
occurred, or who was involved in the shooting.

And were you assigned to 
any particular jurisdiction or area today working at -- 


We were Firestone. 


Firestone car. All right. And you guys started at 0500 on today's date 
and was off at 1500, correct? 


Correct. 


Okay. Uh, during the course of your duties, uh, today -- on today's 
date, did you receive a radio call or an MDC message or -- in response 
to a call that occurred in Firestone's area today? 


Yes. Uh, you want to me to go through it? 
Yeah. Yes. 
Go through what happened. 


Uh, | believe, uh, 216B had the handle on a 921 call. It was a prowler 
call somewhere -- the address, | don't recall the address but it 
somewhere on Baird. We AS'd the call, and we were en route from | 
believe we were somewhere on 59 and Central. As we were getting 
there, we were directed by the handling unit to, uh, go to Zamora and 
92. We got to the location, 92 and Zamora, and, uh, the handling 
deputy was on Baird, which is the next block west of Zamora. And we 
set up. | got the car and we set up, and then, uh, shortly thereafter, on 
L-Tac he puts out he's getting, uh, information from an informant off of 
Baird Street that he -- he saw the -- they saw the suspect on the rear 
yard of a property off of 92. So the handling deputy asked us to go 
from our location to the front of the location, which is on 92, so -- 


Okay. 

-- we copied that info, and got into our car. We went -- We parked the 
car on the corner -- on the northwest corner of 92 and Zamora, exited 
our vehicles, and started walking down the sidewalk westbound 
towards the target loc. 


Now when you say we -- that you were with your partner? 


Me and my partner, Sibrian, Deputy Sibrian. 
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Okay. Were you walking -- When you were walking towards the 
location, were you walking on the north sidewalk or the south sidewalk 
on -- 


South sidewalk, on the south sidewalk. 
-- on 92nd Street? 

-- on 92nd Street. 

Okay. 


| did have the -- the shotgun with me at the time. Uh, my partner was 
behind me. | told him to keep your eyes on the houses as we're 
passing them up to see if you -- to see if you see anything. Uh, as we 
come up to, uh -- | don't recall the address, but | want to say it's ЕШ 
92nd Street. As | approached the sidewalk -- | mean the driveway, on 
the radio | heard that he's running towards -- he's running -- he's 
running eastbound. He's running eastbound, and then, uh, somebody 
says he's -- he's going to the front towards 92. At that point, we 
stopped and we see him approximately 20 yards. It was one of those 
long driveways if | remember correctly. Um, | see the suspect. Then 
to his right, there was a female, Hispanic female, and, um, | saw him. 
They were -- He was probably less than foot next to her. Uh -- 


When you say that -- | apologize for you cutting you off. Just so we 
can keep this clear --

point? 


Uh, | believe on L-Tac they put out that he was coming out of a -- out 
of the door of, uh -- of a property.

| don't know which property. 
Okay. 


And then right immediately after that that he's running. 
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Okay. You see this female. 
So based on the prompting, it's a 459 now, uh -- 
Okay. 


-- suspect. So l'm dealing with a 459 suspect. Um, | see the female. | 
see him. Again, he's -- he's approximately less than a foot, uh, 
shoulder-to-shoulder. He sees me. He gives me that look where, oh, 
shit, uh, he's scared. Now he's like -- He like panicked, like that panic 
look mode. Uh, | had my shotgun, uh, drawn up or not. | had it drawn 
pointing towards the floor. | said, uh, "Ma'am?" | go, "Do you know 
him?" And then, uh, she says, "No, no." Atthat -- At that time, she 
shrugged her -- she shrugged away from him, uh, stepping like back 
one -- one step. "Um, Do you know him?" She says, "No, | don't know 
who he is. | think he's trying to break in.” At that point, the -- the guy 
runs. The guy disappears to the rear.

-- | saw the gun. So | was afraid he was going to shoot me or a partner 
that was behind me.

- he's jumping the gate going eastbound. The whole time he was 
going eastbound, and then, uh, somebody's on -- on -- on the patch 
that he went into a garage І believe or -- or -- or he went inside а 


garage or something of that nature. 


Could you, um, tell me what you could remember as far as clothing 
that this guy was wearing -- 


Oh, yeah.

57”, 5'9" range. 


Okay. How much did he weigh? Do you know? 
Approximately, uh, 170, 180 if that. 

Okay. 

| think that. 

You said a blue jacket or a blue sweatshirt? 
Blue -- Blue -- Yeah, blue jacket or blue sweater. 


And when you say sweater, it was like a button down sweater or is it 
like a sweatshirt? 


It was -- Because don't remember seeing a hoodie. | don't recall 
seeing a hoodie. 


Okay. And what color were his shorts? 
Blue. 

Happen to see his shoes?

Did he have any facial hair that you remember? 
Uh, unshaven. He wasn't bald but peach fuzz.

| just want to say on record that when | saw that female she looked, uh, 
petrified. She was scared. 


Okay. 

She was scared. 

Well, we're going -- we're going to talk about that right now, Gonzalo. 
Okay. 

So, uh, if you can clarify for me on the map -- 

Yeah. 


-- where did you and your partner park your radio car when you got 
there? 


We parked the car on Zamora and 92. 


Okay. And based on the information you received initially in response 
to this call, there was additional information coming in as you guys 
were arriving and starting to deploy from your car; is that true? 


Yes. 


Okay. And during that time, did you formulate, uh -- did you have an 
opinion or maybe a conclusion as to what might have been going on 
out there or what type of crimes were being committed if any? 


Yeah. | -- | knew -- | knew possibly there was 459 now from -- from a 
prowler to a 459 now call, uh, based on the fact that as we got there, 
we had another informant tell, uh, the deputy that they definitely did 
see a guy peeking through windows and then they lost sight of him. 
They -- They don't know where he was at, but he was -- they said they 
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last saw him peeking through the windows on one of these two 
residences.

Um, when -- Specifically, when you 
saw him, where in relation was he to her?

You estimated him to be approximately 20 yards away? 


Approximately, yes, sir. 
And the female and suspect are standing there together? 


Yes, shoulder to shoulder. 
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Shoulder to shoulder, okay. Do you ultimately find out the name of the 
female Hispanic that's standing there? 


From reading the reports after the fact. 
Okay. 

Not -- not that day. 
ОИ Joes that sound - 
Yes, that's the name. 


You asked the female if she knows the suspect and she said, “No. | think 
he's trying to break in." Is that correct? 


That's correct. 

Do you give any commands at this time to the suspect? 

After that when she told him -- when they first came out, he was shoulder 
to shoulder, and | remember having my shotgun pointing it down. And he 
goes, "You know this guy?" And she was -- she had this real scared 


looked, petrified look on her face. She goes, "No, | don't." 


Atthe same time, | see him trying to reach for -- for her shoulder and she 
shrugged off to the left and І said, "Come here." And then he took off. 


Okay. 


He took off out to the rear and out of view. And then she just say, “I think 
he's trying to break in." Atthat point, that's when he takes off to the rear. 


The suspect runs to the rear of the property and you lose sight of him; is 
that correct?

The suspect reappears at East 927% St. on the west side of the 
house with a gun; is that correct?

That's correct, sir. 

He starts to come toward you. He points the gun at you; is that correct? 
That's correct. 

Okay. 

Not towards me. I'm -- I’m -- when he comes here, he tries jumping the 
fence over here, and | don't know if his foot slips or whatnot, and he 
comes closer to probably in this corner here. And I’m --

| believe | did. 

Any -- 

Тһе way he ran, | don't think | did so | don't know. | don't know. 
The way he ran? 

The way he was running, so | don't know. 


You mentioned about the wrought iron fence. Was there anything 
between you and the suspect when you fired? 


Just this, sir. Just this -- 


The wrought iron fence? 
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-- the wrought iron -- wrought iron fence there. 


And you mention that you thought you might have hit -- some of the 
pellets might have hit the wrought iron fence? 


Yeah, cause | could remember hearing, “ding ding,” or, you know, that 
little sound. Because the muzzle was right -- | was right next to the, you 
know, the wrought iron fence there.

Audra Call with Green & Shinee. Last name's C-A-L-L. 
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Deputy біргіап, we're going to talk about an incident that occurred today in 
the Firestone area of Century Sheriff's jurisdiction. You were working 
uniform patrol today; is that correct? 

Yes, sir. 

What unit were you assigned? 

217-Adam, sir. 

And were you assigned in a one-man car or a two-man car? 
Two-man car, sir. 

And who was your partner today? 

Deputy Inzunza. 

Have you worked with him before? 


This would be my second -- second time working with him sir. 


And you were assigned in a black and white Sheriff's radio car; is that 
correct? 


Yes, sir. 

Black and white with lights on top? 
Yes, sir. 

And were you in full uniform? 

Yes, sir. 


And that uniform consisted of a short-sleeved, Class A, tan uniform shirt 
with Sheriff s Department patches on each shoulder? 


That's correct. 
Your badge? 
Yes sir. 


Green wool slacks? 
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Yes sir. 
Sam Browne, vest? 
That's correct. 


Earlier today, did you receive a radio call or an MDC message to respond 
somewhere? 


We heard traffic come out. We assigned ourselves to the call. 

And the traffic you heard was? 

It was a prowler call, sir. Yeah. 

Do you recall the address where you heard that? 

І don't remember the actual address. | just remember the -- the area. 
Are you familiar with that area over there? 


I’m not -- just a little -- just through training. I’m not very familiar with the 
area but, you know, I’m comfortable enough to be around it. 


And you're not currently on training? 

No longer on training sir. 

And you're off training? 

Yes, sir. 

You respond to that area down there on 9274 Street; is that correct? 
Yes, sir. 

Were you the driver or the passenger in your car? 

| was the driver, sir. 

Sorry John. 

No problem. In response to a prowler call; is that correct? 


Yes sir. 
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Was there any additional information that you heard about this call prior to 
you getting there? 

What | remember is it was just a call given to us by LAPD. They were just, 
kind of, telling us, “Hey, they got a call.” They were transferring it to us, 
that there was a male Hispanic in a backyard. | -- | don't remember if he 
was just hanging out in the backyard or was looking through windows. I’m 
not -- | don't remember exactly what it was. But that was the call that went 
out. 


You arrived at the scene. Did you guys park your vehicle -- do you recall 
where you parked your vehicle when you first got there? 


When we first got there, we parked it right on 92” Street and Zamora. 
Was that at the corner? 

Right on the corner, sir. 

Did you and your partner get out of the car at that time? 

Yes, we did. 

Was there any more information that you heard, either by someone telling 
you or by radio traffic as to the nature of the call that you guys were 
assisting on? 

At this point we were just kind of setting a containment, just standing by to 
see if anybody saw anything, trying to find out where exactly that location 
was. 

Now your partner was bookman today; correct? 


Yes, he was. 


When you got out of the car and your partner got out of the car, what was 


your partner armed with, if anything? 


With a shotgun. 
And that's a shotgun that's assigned to you prior to you going 10-8? 
Yes. 


Did you load that shotgun or did your partner load the shotgun? 
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| load the shotgun. 

Do you recall how you loaded that weapon? 

Yes, | do. 

Go ahead. 

Well, | inspect the -- | inspect the shotgun before | even load it, check 
every part on it. After | inspect it, | go ahead and put it in the car, and | 


load my four rounds in it. 


Now when you say you loaded four rounds into it, were they double-odd 
buck, or -- 


They were double 00 buck -- double 00 buck, sir. 

And when you say you loaded it, was that four into the magazine tube? 
Yes, sir. 

Do you carry the weapon with a round racked down the -- 

No. 

-- the cylinder? 

No. 

No? And you put it in the rack of your vehicle? 

| put it in the rack of my vehicle and secured it. 

All right. You're there. You're at Zamora and 9274 Street. You guys get 
out of the car, and where did you go and your partner go once you got out 
of the car? 
We were in the corner, so we went one house south of the alley, just, kind 
of, you know, setting containment because the partner was -- one of our 
partners was there already, and we just kind of stood by -- we just stood 


by at the moment. 


Now, so | understand this, did you walk south on Zamora from 92" to the 
alley? 
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Yeah, just past the alley. We were, kind of, just past the alley, south of the 
alley. 


Where did you go next? 


We just stood there at the moment, just waiting for, you know, if anybody 
saw anything or for further instructions from other partners on the alley. 


When you're there at the alley, south alley and 927% at Zamora, did you get 
any more information via radio as to what was going on? 


At this time, one of the units actually requested us to go mid-block 92"? 
Street, 'cause they were looking into the back yard right on the alley and 
they possibly -- that maybe the guy could be back there. They just wanted | 
us to go mid-block 9274 Street. 

So did you guys get back in your car and go or did you guys walk? 


No, we walked. 


And as you walked from the south alley of Zamora -- or south alley at 92"° 
at Zamora, did you walk west on 92" from Zamora Street? 


Yes, we walked west. 
North sidewalk, south sidewalk? 
On the south -- south sidewalk. 


As you're walking west from Zamora, was your partner in front of you or 
were you in front of him? 


At this point, no, he's in front of me. 


And is he still in possession of the Departmental-issued shotgun at that 
time? 


Yes, he is. 
As you're walking west, what happened next? 


As we're walking west, we see this open driveway. We're kind of looking 
to every house just from the -- from the sidewalk. We see this driveway. 
It's open. A lady kind of pops out, and we see kind like a shadow pops out 
for a minute. And we, you know -- and we just kind of stood and looked at 
her. We started walking toward the driveway and it seems like she's being 
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-- it seemed like she was, kind of, popping her head. It didn't look normal. 
She just looked startled, surprised. 


Do you know that person's name? 

No, I don't. 

Do you know if that person's here at the Station right now? 
I’m not sure, sir. 

Very well. Female? About how old? 

Female, she's maybe between 18 to 25. 

White, Hispanic, black? 

Hispanic. 


Any identifiable issues about her? Does she have long hair, short hair, 
light hair, dark hair? 


| think she had dark hair, slim figure. 
Do you recall what she was wearing though? 
| don't remember, sir. 


All right. When you saw her, those were your observations, that 
something was not quite right? 


Yeah, she looked -- she appeared to be scared. That's what got our 
attention. 


Was there any communication between you and your partner when you -- 
when you made the observation that she seemed scared or upset or 
uptight? 


My partner was actually the one that made contact with her. As we were 
walking closer through the driveway, you know, like, "Hey, everything 
okay?" You know, something to that factor. She just looked at us, next 
thing you know, we see a guy right next to her. It seemed like he was -- it 
seemed as if he was holding on to her on her hand or something. She 
seemed, you know -- she didn't look like she was free just to come out. 
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Now if | can, let's -- let's talk about him for a second. Was -- was ita 
male? 


Male. 

Was he white, Hispanic, black, Asian? 

He looked Hispanic. 

Was he light-complected, dark-complected? 
He was light-complected. 


Let's start at the top of the head, and we'll work our way down. How was 
his hair style? 


He actually had real short -- short hair; almost bald, | would say. 
A little shorter than yours? 

Oh, yeah -- yeah. 

Did he have any facial hair? 


You know what, sir? | don't remember. | don't remember if he had facial 
hair. 


No problem. Do you recall what kind of shirt, color, style of shirt he had 
on? 


Yeah, he had a blue sweater or a jacket. l'm not sure if it was a jacket or 
a sweater, but it was a long sleeved blue sweater or jacket. 


Was there any writing on it that you recall? 

You know what? It had -- | remember it had something white. | don't 
know if it was some sort of writing or if it said anything, but | just remember 
it was blue and -- and white. 

Pants, shorts? Do you recall if he was wearing them? 

І don't remember if it was pants or shorts. 


You know if the clothing was light or dark? 


| think they were dark, sir. It just stood out with just the blue shirt. 
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Understood -- understood. And did you happen to see his shoes, the 
color and style of shoes he was wearing? 


No. 


That's okay. When you saw him, you mentioned a few moments ago, 
that it seemed like he was holding onto this woman in the driveway when 
you and your partner made contact with them. Why did you think that? 


She came out and she kind of looked out for -- half of her body, kind of got 
out of the -- out -- where the gate was -- 


Where you -- 
Рт sorry? 
Where you could see her? 


Where | could see her. She didn't come out fully, you know, she didn't -- 
all her body did not come out of the gate off the bat when we first saw her. 


Was he in close proximity to her? 
Well, at first, we only saw her. 
Understand. 


When we got closer, it seemed, you know -- it seemed that somebody was 
right next to her, but same thing. She still didn't come out after we talked 
to her. She still, kind of, was looking out like -- like a spy maybe, just, kind 
of, like, "Oh, what's going on here?" Once we got closer, that's when we 
see, like, you know, she was being held. She -- it seemed like something 
was, kind of, pulling her. 


That's when we see him, and we tell him, “Hey, you know that guy?" Well, 
my partner says, "Do you know that guy?" Or -- or something with -- you 
know, when it comes to that and that's when she says -- she said, “Мо, 1 
don't know him. He just tried to come into my house." And that's when he 
-- you know, my partner, says, "Hey, come here. Let me talk to you," or 
something like that. And -- 


And when this male was in the position where you and your partner could 
see him, and we're going to talk specifically about you -- when you saw 
him, was there anything unusual once -- that you noticed about him when 
he saw that there was uniformed deputies approaching? 
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Yeah, well, that's when she actually stepped out now. It seemed like she 
was free 'cause now she literally walked to the middle of the -- of the 
driveway. And that's when she told us, “No, | don't -- | don't know him. 

He came -- you know, he was trying to go into my house." That's when he 
popped out real quick, saw who we were, came back into the -- blocked 
himself from us, but we could still see -- you know, we could still see he's 
there; just the cracks -- | don't know if it was a -- it was some sort of a 
gate. | don't know if it was wood or something, but you could see through 
the cracks. He was still there. Same thing, he pops out again, you know, 
we told him, "Hey let me talk-- come out. Let's talk." 


Did he -- as you're explaining this, your eyes got big. With that being said, 
was he calm? Was he excited? Was he surprised to see you? | mean, 
what was your perception when he saw you guys, the deputy sheriffs, 
arriving there? 


He was hiding. 
If you have an opinion as to -- of his reaction? 


| thought he was hiding. | don't know if he was hiding himself or he 
wanted to throw something. | don't know just 'cause he kept -- he popped 
out his head once, hid again, and then he came out again. Maybe 
throwing something -- | don't know. It just -- it wasn't normal for him to 
pop his head in and out constant looking at us, where we were. 


Could you see his right and left hand at that time? 


| don't remember. | don't think so, sir. | -- | don't think -- | just remember 
seeing him just coming out real quick, coming back in. 


What happened next? 


After that, we -- the last time he comes out again, and that's when we see 
him run, you know, and the lady just, kind of, looks, you know -- she's 
looking at his -- towards his direction where he went, scared. That's when 


When he ran, which way did he run? 


He ran westbound. Oh, it appeared he ran westbound, that's just 'cause 
that's the only way | could see the direction where he went. That moment, 
my partner turned -- went back on the driveway. | kind of stood there, kind 
of like, you know, thinking, you know, is this guy gonna try and trick us, 
come back out, you know, once we leave? So 1, kind of, just stood there 
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for a second, just looked and then | looked back and then | followed my 
partner after, | was like, you know what? l'm gonna go. 


Which way did your partner go on 9274 Street once you left the driveway of 
that house where you first saw this man? 


Well he was -- he was walking out of the driveway. Then we ended up 
going westbound on 927, | 


On the south sidewalk still? 

On the side -- yeah, the south sidewalk. 

And what happened? You caught -- did you catch up with your partner? 
Yeah, well, he just -- he was the first one to go. 

Right. 


Because he was in front of me. | kind of saw him go, but I just kind of 
stared at the door just making sure, that's when | turned around. 1 
followed him. We -- he didn't even turn, | was -- we actually -- | was 
actually just right behind him when he turned around on -- оп 9274 when 
he pulled out of the driveway. Once at that point, that's when he -- he shot 
from the shotgun. That's when | hear -- actually, | just hear the boom from 
the shotgun.

He was in the position where he actually -- | would think he kind of looked 
at the alley maybe, and kind of, "Okay, here's my chance. | go now or let 
me turn around or do something." 'Cause he was in the spot where, you 
know, it -- it was -- it appeared maybe 'cause he was running, but the 
moment he stopped, and he didn't -- he didn't have to turn around and 
face us.

Did you see a gun in his hand? 

| did not see a gun in his hand. 

Did you see a gun in his hand after your partner fired shots at him? 


No, | didn't. 


Now we're talking about your partner discharging his firearm, that's his 
Beretta, County-issue, semi-automatic handgun; is that correct? 


Yes sir. 
Do you know how many rounds your partner fired? 


| think it was three -- three or four shots, І believe it was. 
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So prior to your partner discharging his Beretta, you didn't see the suspect 
with a gun? 


No, what -- when he turned -- when the guy actually was going to start 
turning around, when І go, “Oh, okay, something's going on. He's 
struggling.” My concern was more, | wanted to hide. | needed a spot for 
cover. 

We're going to talk about that because that's important. That's okay. 
During the shooting and moments after, did you see the suspect with a 
gun in his hana, in his right or his left hand? 

During the shooting, Рт sorry? 


During the shooting, when your partner was shooting his Beretta, did you 
see a gun in the suspect's right or left hand? 


No, | didn't. | wasn't even looking at that anymore. 


That's okay. | understand. After the shooting stopped, did you see a gun 
in the suspect's right or his left hand?

When you were out there on that sidewalk, did you feel vulnerable?

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You know what? | think he did, sir. | think he did at this point. I’m just, 
kind of, like just following -- following what he's you know, kind of doing.

Understand. Did you discharge your weapon? 

| never discharged my weapon. 


Your partner, in your words, fired three to four rounds. Was there any 
reaction at all by the suspect when those rounds were fired that you saw? 


| just saw him run, sir. 

And when he ran, did he run east or did he run west? 

No, at this point, he ran south. 

And ultimately did you see if whether or not he went east or west? 

No -- no. 

All right. What happened next? 

Next, same thing. My partner's still covering. At this point, like | said, | 
don't know if he told me anything. It was just kind of like instinct, just kind 
of like, “Hey, I’m here -- you know, I’m here.” | see him go, you know, kind 
of like into the -- the little pathway, between the house. He picked up a 
gun and we -- we walked back to our --

Yeah, | was...| mean | know 
something was wrong, but then | think | was still in the...l, | was in training 
mode still where І kept looking at Inzunza like, you know, 'cause normally in 
training, l...you know, you look at your, your training officer, you know, and 
they... obviously they want you to hey, do your thing, make a decision, but I 
had just gotten off training so at least | felt like | just got off training so l...then | 
saw Inzunza, you know, he's got more experience so | kept looking at him, 
you know, what do | do now, sir? What do you need me to do? So | think 
that's why | was, you know, | was kind of lost for the second. 
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So were you waiting for direction from Inzunza, based on you just got off 
training and.... 


Yeah. No, not, not necessarily him telling me hey, go over there or do this, 
but there's like always like a look that you give each other, like no, you know, 
you're good, you know, it just...| can't say yes, you know, you, you can just 
look at each other and kind of like yeah, you're good, you're...stay where 
you're at, but he doesn't actually like just say hey, | need you to stay here.

On Monday, April 4, 2011 at 12:40 p.m., Sergeants John Fredendall ЖШ Kenneth 
Clark ЕНЕ along with Detectives Marcelo Quintero ЕЕ and Richard Ramirez 
МЕНЕН were detailed from Sheriffs Homicide Bureau to 92" Street and Central 
Avenue (Command Post) in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding a deputy involved shooting, that occurred at] 92" 
Street in Los Angeles. Preliminary information was the suspect had barricaded himself 
inside a garage following the shooting incident involving a deputy sheriff assigned to 
Century Station. It was determined that the suspect had sustained gunshot wounds 
during the incident, and Sheriffs Homicide Bureau was assigned to investigate the 
matter. 
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Sergeants Fredendall and Clark arrived at the Command Post at 1:29 p.m. 
Investigators Quintero and Ramirez was on the scene when investigators arrived to 
begin their investigation. 


At 1:45 p.m., investigators contacted the handling patrol unit (217B/AM Shift), Deputies 
Rines ME end Fisk HB from Century Sheriffs Station who briefed 
investigators surrounding the circumstances of the deputy involved shooting incident. 


Deputy Rines told investigators at approximately 8:30 a.m. she and her partner Deputy 
Fisk, along with assisting patrol personnel were dispatched to a prowler call in the 
vicinity of Вага Avenue in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles, Tag #74. She 
said the prowler call and information was transferred to Century Station by the Los 
Angeles Police Department once it was determined the incident was not in their 
jurisdiction. 


Deputy Rines said the informant on the call was contacted and an area containment 
was established. Responding deputy personnel determined the suspect had attempted 
to accost a female witness in the driveway ЕЯ . The suspect was 
observed in the yard at that address by Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian. The suspect fled 


by running west through the back yard and climbed over the west property line fence 
at ЕЕЕ and into the back yard of =e 


Deputy Rines told investigators that Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian paralleled the 
suspect west on the south sidewalk of 92” Street to the driveway of E. 92°" Street. 
Deputy Inzunza confronted the suspect in the driveway of the residence who was 
armed with a handgun in his hand. Deputy Inzunza discharged his Department issued 
shotgun once at the suspect. Deputy Inzunza apparently experienced a malfunction 
with the shotgun and discarded it, arming himself with his sidearm. 


Deputy Rines said following the shooting, the suspect continued running and scaled the 
east property line fence of E. 9274 Street, and entered the walkway on the west 
side of the property. Deputy Inzunza confronted the suspect, who was still armed with 
a handgun in the walkway and a second deputy involved shooting occurred, as Deputy 
Inzunza fired three to four rounds at the suspect with his department-issued pistol. 


Deputy Rines told investigators that following the second shooting incident with the 
suspect at BYE. 927 Street, the suspects handgun was recovered. Deputy Rines 
said after dropping or discarding his weapon, the suspect continued running east over 
fences and through residential back yards. The suspect barricaded himself inside a 
detached garage at the rear of [Zamora Avenue and it was believed the suspect 
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may have been wounded during the shooting by Deputy Inzunza, which was later 
confirmed following the suspect's capture. 


Deputy Rines stated a confirmed residential burglary occurred at "ИЕ. 9277 Street 
and an additional residential burglary was committed in the immediate area of where 
the shooting occurred. 


Deputy Rines stated a search warrant, authorizing Special Enforcement Bureau 
deputies to enter the garage where the suspect was barricaded was authored and 
obtained by Operations Safes Streets, Detective Arevalo Ш A copy of the 
search warrant and search warrant return will remain a permanent part of the case file. 


Deputy Rines stated the suspect in this incident was identified as Tennell Billups, 
MB/31, DOB 04/20/1979 and ће resided at ПНЕ << с! 
Billups was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center in Lynwood via an ambulance 
under the care of Los Angeles County Fire Department paramedics. 


Refer to incident and supplemental reports by deputy personnel for further information. 
The reports will remain a permanent part of the case file. 


At 2:30 p.m., investigators conducted a walk through of the scene on 9274 Street. The 
scene consisted of residences located at MIE. 22" Street and E 
Zamora Avenue in Los Angeles. Detectives Richard Ramirez and Marcelo Quintero 
were directed to conduct the scene investigation and Detective Ramirez will document 
their actions and observations in a supplemental report which will remain a permanent 
part of the case file. 


At 5:33 p.m.,Sergeants Ken Clark and John Fredendall interviewed DEPUTY 
GONZALO INZUNZA, regarding the deputy involved shooting that occurred at ME 
9274 Street, in the unincorporated part of Los Angeles. The interview occurred at the 
Century Sheriff Station, in the Captain’s conference room, and it was recorded in digital 
audio. Attorney Audra C. Call, from the law office of Green and Shinee was also 
present. A copy of the recording will be made a permanent part of this file. The 
following is a synopsis of the interview. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators that he and his partner were on patrol in unit 214-A, . 
day shift. He said his partner, Deputy Erik Sibrian, was the driver, he was the book man 
and they were assigned to work the Firestone Park patrol unit. He told investigators 
that he heard a radio call of a Prowler and it was assigned to unit 216. He and his 
partner were on 59" Street at Central Avenue so they assigned themselves to the call 
as the assisting unit. 
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He said they were en route to the call when the handling unit directed them to go to 
Zamora Avenue and 92" Street. He believed the handling unit was positioned on Baird 
Avenue, which was one block west of Zamora Avenue. When they got to their corner 
he received information over the radio that the suspect was seen in the rear yard of a 
house on 92" Street. They were then told to go to the front side of the houses on 92” 
Street and contain that area. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators his partner stopped their car on the northwest corner 
of 9274 Street and Zamora Avenue and they both got out the car. He said he was 
armed with the shotgun and the two of them started walking westbound on the south 
side of 92" Street, from Zamora Avenue. His partner was behind him so he told his 
partner to keep his eyes trained on the houses as they slowly moved west. 


He said when he reached 02" Street he heard a broadcast that the suspect was 
just seen running eastbound. He told investigators that he and his partner headed west 
on 9274 Street until they came up to a long driveway and stopped. He said when he 
looked down the east side of the property he saw the suspect approximately 20 yards 
down a long driveway. 


It should be noted that the first contact occurred on the east side of the location 
in a long walkway. 


Deputy Inzunza said he saw a Hispanic female standing approximately one foot to the 
right ofthe suspect. The suspect was standing right next to the female and he believed 
that a radio broadcast was being made, at that time, saying that the suspect was just 
seen coming out of someone's house. He said he did not know which property the 
deputy in the broadcast was talking about but he could hear a report that someone had 
seen the suspect. 


He stated based on this, he believed that a burglary had just occurred. He said he 
could also see that the suspect was now standing shoulder to shoulder with a Hispanic 
lady and as he studied the situation, he saw that the male had a look of fear on his face. 
The man was now standing with his shoulder next to the shoulder of the lady and he 
now had a panic look on his face. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators his shotgun was pointed toward the ground when he 
asked the female "Ma'am do you know him?" He said the female looked at him, 
shrugged her shoulders, and said "no." Then she quickly moved away from the suspect 
and that created some distance between the two. He stated that the female then said 
"| don't know who he is, | think he's trying to break in", as she moved to get away from 
the suspect. He stated that it was at that moment that the suspect turned and ran 
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behind the building while the female came toward him. He said he lost sight of the 
suspect, so he raised the shotgun and he and his partner started speed walking west 
on 9274 Street, mirroring the movement of the suspect. The suspect ran west as he and 
Deputy Sibrian headed west to cut him off. 


He said they were on the south sidewalk and within seconds the suspect reappeared 
on the number 3 side of the house at He stated that the suspect had 
run completely around the house and was now on the number 3 side, the west side of 
the property, running toward the front yard of {Deputy Inzunza drew investigators 
a hand sketch depicting the location and where the suspect reappeared. He described 
where he saw the suspect and said that the suspect was not exactly in the front yard. 
He thought the suspect was mid-yard of the house at 1 . He described 
itas the house with a wrought-iron fence. He used the number 1 to indicate his position 
on his sketch and the number 2 to indicate the female's position. He told investigators 
he thought the female stayed on the east side of the house after the suspect ran behind 
the property. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators the suspect stopped and looked at him and he could 
see that the man was holding a gun in his hand. He said the suspect pointed the gun 
at him and he fired one round from the shotgun at the suspect while at the same time 
yelling “put your hands up, put your hands up". Не said he felt that the suspect was 
going to shoot him or his partner behind him and that's why he shot. He tried to 
chamber another round into the chamber and couldn't because the slide got stuck. He 
tried three or four more times to get the slide to move while yelling at the guy "stop, stop 
put your hands up, put your hands up". He said he saw the suspect run and jump over 
the fence and that's when he threw the shotgun down and ran west to head off the 
suspect. He described seeing the suspect jump the fence and run across the yard at 

. The suspect ran across the yard then south on the west side of the 
house and out of his view. 


Deputy Inzunza said that he ran and took up a position of containment and pointed at 
his hand-drawn map: He indicated he ran west in the street and pointed to the area 
where he stopped. He said he saw the suspect run around the west corner of the 
house and as followed the suspect he yelled for him to stop. He said he saw the 
suspect stop then the suspect began to turn around while still holding the gun in his 
right hand. When the suspect faced him he pointed the gun in his direction. He said 
he feared for his safety and the safety of his partner so he fired 3 to 5 times at the 
suspect with his Beretta. He told investigators that he fired at the suspect to stop the 
threat. 
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He said he could see there was a wall or some type of solid structure behind the 
suspect when he fired. Deputy Inzunza stated that he saw the suspect turn, drop the 
weapon and run east between the house. He said he could see a deputy on the corner 
at Zamora Avenue, so he and Deputy Sibrian ran to the area where the suspect 
dropped the gun. He said he also heard over the radio that deputies could see the 
suspect and he was still running east behind houses. He said the suspect was now 
running in the opposite direction of where he initially started, which was back towards 
Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza said he didn't know if the area was contained so he and Deputy Sibrian 
ran back to the Corner of 92" Street and Zamora Avenue and waited there until other 
units arrived.. He said he could hear, over the radio, that deputies could see the 
suspect move so he had a good idea that the suspect was heading east between the 
houses. He told investigators he heard patrol units in the alley and he overheard 
someone say the suspect was running towards Zamora Avenue. He said that he 
started broadcasting a description of the shooting incident that just occurred. 


Deputy Inzunza repeated his statement of pointing the shotgun and firing one shot at 
the suspect and not being able to rack the slide on the weapon. He said he lost sight 
of the suspect and how he broadcast what happened over the radio. He said he saw 
where the suspect tossed his gun and he and Deputy Sibrian recovered the weapon 
when he heard deputies say the suspect was running east. He said that he realized the 
suspect was running in the opposite direction of where he initially started. 


He said he heard a deputy say over the radio that the suspect had entered a garage 
and he told investigators the suspect was wearing a blue jacket or a blue sweater. He 
said he was also wearing blue shorts and tennis shoes and he did not have a hat. He 
described the suspect as light complexion with short hair. He said the suspect looked 
like he was Hispanic but he now knows the suspect is a light complected African- 
American. He described the man as 20 to 30 years old, 5'7" to i 9" tall, un-shaven, 
weighing approximately 170 to 180 pounds. 


Deputy Inzunza said when he initially saw the female, she looked petrified and very 
scared. He said when he heard the initial call and the additional information over the 
radio, he thought the prowler call was now a burglary in progress call. He said he told 
his partner, based on the additional information, to “keep your head up.” He said he 
based his opinion on the additional information in the broadcast that a resident could 
see the suspect looking inside the window of a house, before losing sight of the 
suspect. He said when he and his partner saw the female, he could tell that she was 
scared. He told investigators he thought the address ма He said 
he could see the Hispanic female down the side of the house and she was standing on 
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the right side of the suspect. He said the male апа female were standing "shoulder to 
shoulder". 


He told investigators that the male was very close to the female and they were both 
facing north. He said when he saw the suspect standing next to the female, it looked 
like the suspect tried to grab her when he asked the woman if she knew the man. He 
said when the suspect reached out and grabbed at the woman she moved her shoulder 
and moved toward him. When she did that, the suspect turned and ran to the back of 
the building and out of sight. Deputy Inzunza said the female's answer and action were 
odd and he realized she was trying to distance herself from the man and that's when 
the woman said she didn't know the man. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect looked directly at him and they even made eye 
contact. He said the man tried to grab the woman but she moved her shoulder and got 
away. He said he realized that the man was the person that they were looking for, 
especially when the woman told him she didn't know the man. He said he felt that the 
suspect might grab the woman and take her inside the house since they were standing 
by the open door. He told investigators that the female did not scream but he could see 
that she was visibly shaken and scared. He described her as nervous and said she 
moved away from the man as soon as he reached out to grab her. 


He said at the same time, he and his partner yelled at the suspect to raise his hands 
and they continued yelling this until the suspect turned and ran away. He told 
investigators he lost sight of the suspect when he ran behind the house, but he saw him 
come around on the west side and he was wearing the same blue clothing that he'd 
seen when the suspect was on the east side location, next to the woman. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he did a slow walk west until the suspect reappeared. 
He said he thought the suspect was about 15 yards from him when he reappeared. He 
said he saw that the suspect was holding a weapon in his right hand and he was 
wearing the same blue clothing. He said when the suspect reached the gate area, he 
and his partner yelled for him to put his hands up but he didn't. He said that the 
suspect turned his back toward him and when he turned around the suspect was 
holding a gun in his hand. He told investigators that the suspect's back was facing him 
and then he suddenly turned around, faced him and pointed the gun at him and his 
partner. He said he thought the suspect was going to shoot so he fired first. 


He stated that he did not have any solid cover to hide behind when he shot at the 
suspect. He said he remembered seeing a fence and a tree but there was no time for 
him to take cover behind anything solid. He said his frame of mind was initially to back 
up across the street to get cover but the suspect reappeared within seconds with a 


@ 
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weapon іп his hand. He stated that һе didn't have time to take cover because his 
attention was drawn to the area where the suspect was last seen. He said he kept his 
attention on that threat and when the suspect reappeared, the suspect коеп: а дип 
at him and his partner. 


He repeated that he had no cover except for the fence and his frame of mind was 
focused on the suspect and the threat the suspect posed. He said he remembered 
hearing deputies over the radio say they could see the suspect running behind the 
building. He said the suspect suddenly reappeared and was now holding a gun in his 
hand. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he was in fear for his life and his partners life who 
was behind him, so he fired one shot at the suspect to stop the threat. He said his 
partner had his Beretta out and he did not fire any shots at the suspect. He said he 
didn't think the suspect got a shot off at him with his gun. He told investigators he 
recovered the suspect's weapon and he now knows the type and caliber of the gun, but 
at the time of the shooting he did not know. He said he only saw the man with a black 
pistol in his hand. 


He said after the first shotgun blast, the suspect ran west and climb the fence in the 
yard of 92"° Street. He ran through the front yard of the house and around the 
west side of the building to the rear and out of his sight. He said he heard radio traffic 
that deputies could see the suspect running behind the building and thought he ran in 
an eastbound direction. He said he also remembered hearing someone say that the 
suspect had reversed his direction was now running west back towards he and his 
partner. He said the suspect reemerged and he was still holding the gun in the same 
hand he held it before. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he and his partner yelled at the suspect telling him 
to stop and to raise his hands. He said the suspect ignored them and turned to his right 
and started to point his gun at them a second time. That's when he fired 3 to 4 rounds 
from his Beretta. He said his partner was still behind him when he fired and the suspect 
turned and ran between the buildings. He said they both saw the suspect drop the 
weapon and just about the same time he heard the suspect yell or make a strange 
noise. He said the suspect also made an unnatural type of movement as he yelled and 
he thought it was a reaction to the suspect being injured or shot. 


He told investigators he and his partner recovered the suspect weapon after he heard 


deputies say over the radio that the suspect was running eastbound away from them. 
He said he didn't want the suspect to come back and rearm himself. He said after they 


= 
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recovered the weapon, they backed out of the area until they reached 9274 Street, then 
they went to the corner of 92" Street and Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he and his partner recovered a .380 caliber, 
semiautomatic pistol that the suspect dropped. He said he ри that weapon in the trunk 
of his radio car and his partner stayed at the radio car until they were relieved. He said 
they drove back to Century station and waited. He said he remembered seeing a 
deputy pick up the shotgun and put it inside a radio car. He thought it was done by the 
deputy working 216A. He told investigators he did not load the shotgun but his partner 
did. He said it was loaded with .00 buck shot and it was the older "Ithaca" shotgun. 


He said he was the passenger in the car and his partner was driving. He said that is 
why he was in front of his partner the entire time, because he got out of the car first. 
Deputy Inzunza said he is familiar with the area and he knew that there had recently 
been a rash of burglaries and gang shootings. He said when he heard the call, his 
frame of mind was the prowler call would probably be a burglary in progress call. He 
said he remembers coordinating the call over L-TAC and when he arrived a 
containment had already been set up. He said a deputy at ће scene reported that they 
had seen the suspect inside a different location and based on that information 
adjustments were made and they move to another position. 


It should be noted that Deputy Inzunza was dressed in full class A sheriff's 
department uniform. He was wearing a badge displayed, a gun belt, radio and 
Departmental issued equipment. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he was carrying his Department issued Beretta and 
a 2 inch Smith & Wesson, snub nose, revolver as a back up weapon. He said his 
backup weapon was inside his locker and he did not remove it or discharge it during the 
incident. He said that his Beretta was in his holster after he counted his remaining 
bullets and holstered the weapon. Не told investigators he counted his remaining 
bullets to see how many he had fired. He said he did this at the corner of 9274 Street 
and Zamora Avenue before leaving the crime scene. He said that he still had the gun 
in his hand when he reached his radio car and he took the magazine out, counted the 
bullets and reloaded them in the magazine. 


He said he put the used magazine in his front pouch and replaced it with a new 15 
round magazine. He said he did this on the way to the station because he didn't want 
to forget which magazine he had in his gun when the shooting occurred. He said he 
started the shift this morning and his gun was loaded with 15 rounds in the magazine 
and one round in the chamber, a total of 16 bullets. He said when he counted the 
remaining bullets there were 11 bullets in the magazine and one bullet in the chamber,

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totaling 12. He stated that he changed his mind and decided he should put the original 
magazine back in his gun. 


Deputy Inzunza removed the magazine from his gun and counted the remaining bullets 
in our presence. There were a total of 12 bullets inside the magazine. He had two 
additional magazines on his gun belt and each magazine contained 15, .9mm bullets. 
The interview was terminated. 


At 1837 hours, Sergeants Ken Clark and John Fredendall interviewed DEPUTY ERIK 
SIBRIAN, regarding the deputy involved shooting that occurred at ШЕ 92" Street, 
in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles. The interview occurred at the Century 
Sheriff Station, in the Captain's conference room, and it was recorded in digital audio. 
Attorney Audra C. Call, from the law office of Green and Shinee was also present. 
Sergeant John Rossi from Internal Affairs Bureau was also present. A copy of the 
recording will be made a permanent part of this file. The following is a synopsis of the 
interview. 


Prior to conducting the interview, Attorney Audra Call, told investigators that she did not 
want any members from the District Attorney's Office present during the interview. 

Deputy Eric Sibrian, told investigators he was assigned to work a two man radio car, 
217-A, with his partner, Deputy Inzunza. He was the driver of the car and Deputy 
Inzunza was the passenger. He said he loaded the department shotgun with four 
rounds of .00 buck shot and placed the shotgun in the shotgun holder inside his radio 
Car. 


He told investigators he heard a radio call of a prowler and he and his partner assigned 
themselves to the call. He said he didn't know the address of the call because he’s only 
been off training for two months. He said he has worked with Deputy Inzunza two 
times, with this being his second time. He stated that the radio call was initially given 
to LAPD but they passed it to Century station desk and it included a comment that said 
a male Hispanic was seen looking through windows in the area. 


Deputy Sibrian said when he arrived at the location he stopped his radio car on the 
corner of Zamora Avenue and 92” Street and they both got out. His partner was 
holding the shotgun in his hand and they both walked to the first house south of the 
alley on Zamora Avenue. He said that within a few minutes they were given instructions 
and told to go to mid block 9274 Street and start looking for the suspect. 


He said that he and his partner walked from 92" Street and Zamora Avenue then west 


оп 9274 Street until they reached an open driveway. He said they saw a female 
standing at the far end of the driveway looking at them. He said that his partner initially 
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saw the woman first and his attention was drawn to her because she looked scared. 
He described the woman as a Hispanic female approximately 18 to 25 years old with 
dark hair and a slim build. He said his partner asked the women if everything was okay 
because they could see that she appeared to be scared because a male was standing 
next to her. 


Deputy Sibrian described the man as a light complected, Hispanic male, with a bald 
head and he was wearing a blue sweater or long sleeve jacket. He told investigators 
the blue top had some type of writing on it but he wasn't sure what it said. He said that 
as they talked to the woman, it appeared to him that the man was holding the woman 
by her arm, keeping her from completely exposing her body to them. He said his 
partner asked the woman if she knew the man, and she said "no | don't know him he 
just tried to come in my house". He said his partner then told the man to come here 
and talk to him. 


Deputy Sibrian said the woman stepped away from the man and that's when he saw 
that the man appeared to be hiding from them. He said the man was peeking out from 
around the corner but he would not show his entire body. He said when the woman 
started walking toward them he saw the man turn and run toward the rear the building. 
He said that his partner went to the front of the building and started going west towards 
the driveway area on the west side of the building. He told investigators he stood there 
for a few minutes just in case the suspect tried to double back and realized he didn't, 
so he followed his partner to the west side of the building. 


He said they were both headed west on 9274 Street and his partner was in front of him. 
He said that his partner reached the driveway of the property and he heard a loud 
boom. That was the sound of his partner discharging the shotgun. He said he didn't 
see why his partner fired the shotgun but it startled him and he could see the suspect 
running. He said that the suspect ran then he suddenly stopped, turn and jumped over 
the fence and started running west in the front yard of the house next door. 


Deputy Sibrian told investigators he didn't know what was going on atthat time and was 
trying to figure it out because the shotgun startled him. He said it kind of threw him off 
mentally. He stated that during the entire time, he was 5 to 10 feet behind his partner 
and he didn't see why his partner shot at the suspect. He said his attention was 
focused on where he last saw the suspect and after he heard the shotgun blast, he saw 
the suspect running away. 


Deputy Sibrian said he did not shoot because he was behind his partner and he didn’t 


have a clear view of the suspect. He said he had his Beretta in his hand but he did not 
have a clear view of the suspect. He said when he first saw the man on the side of the 
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house, before the shotgun was fired, he did not see a gun in the suspect's hand. After 
his partner fired the shotgun he saw the suspect climb over a fence and run west 
across the yard. He was still behind his partner and he did not have a clear view of 
what the suspect was doing. 


He said he was looking to see what was going on while at the same time thinking that 
"this guy's got a gun" and something is going on here. He said he started looking 
around for a place to find cover because they were out in the open. He said he was 
now right behind his partner and the next thing he knew he saw the suspect stop 
running and turn in their direction. The suspect appeared to be struggling with 
something but his partner was in his way and he wouldn't step aside so he could get 
a clear view of what the suspect was doing. He repeated his statement saying that the 
suspect stopped and kind of turned around. He said his partner was in his way and 
when the suspect turned towards him his partner fired more rounds from his Beretta. 


Deputy Sibrian told investigators he saw the suspect run between the houses in a 
southbound direction. Не said that the suspect could have continued running 
southbound towards the alley but for some reason he stopped. He said he thought to 
himself that the suspect was thinking he could go to the alley but instead the suspect 
stopped, turned and faced him. He said that the suspect did not have to face them but 
he did. He said he thought the suspect might have kept running because he had a 
chance to go but instead of running away he turned and faced us. 


He said the suspect was struggling with something but he couldn't see what he was 
doing because his partner was in the way. He said he couldn't see a gun but his 
partner fired three or four more shots in the direction of the suspect. He stated that his 
attention was drawn more to looking for a place to find cover because he felt they were 
wide open on the sidewalk. He said he was real concerned because and thought that 
his partner would get shot first, then he would end up getting shot. 


Deputy Sibrian said his partner may have been giving instructions but he couldn't hear 
him. After the second shooting he said he saw the suspect run south between the 
houses. He and his partner covered the area then they walked halfway down the walk 
way and that's when he saw his partner pick up the suspects gun. He said the gun was 
on the ground and when they picked it up they walked back to 9274 Street and Zamora 
Avenue and covered that area. | 
He said they used the radio car for cover during this time and he saw his partner ри ће 
suspect's weapon in the trunk of their radio car. They stayed there until they were 
relieved then they went to the command post. He told investigators he did not know if 
his partner checked his weapon but the two of them did remain together until they 
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reached the command post. Не did not know what happened to the shotgun but he did 
remember his partner threw it to the ground. 


Deputy Sibrian recited the events saying he remembered getting a call of a prowler and 
when they went to the location, the next thing he knew is the suspect had a gun. He 
said he did not know if the suspect fired a shot at them because he couldn't hear 
anything after the shotgun blast. He said he also doesn't know if his partner said 
anything because he couldn't hear. He stated that after the shotgun blast, he and his 
partner kept walking west toward the area where the subject was last seen. He said 
he was scared because he didn't know what was going on but he stayed behind his 
partner as they moved west. He said when his partner shot the second time he didn't 
have a clear view of what his partner saw and he didn't want to shoot indiscriminately 
in that direction because his partner was in front him. He said he was afraid his partner 
might move in his line of fire if he had shot so he didn't. 


Deputy Sibrian told investigators he carries the department issue 92F, Beretta. He said 
he had one live round in the chamber and 15 live rounds in the magazine. He removed 
his Beretta and safely unloaded it displaying the one around in the chamber and 15 
rounds in his magazine. He removed two additional magazines from his front pouch 
and displayed them to investigators. Each magazine contained 15 bullets. He removed 
a third magazine from his back pocket and when investigators examined it, they noted 
that it was a 18 capacity magazine. The magazine was loaded with 18 bullets and he 
told investigators the magazine came from his back pocket. The interview was 
terminated. 


On April 4, 2011, at 8:40 p.m., Sergeants Fredendall and Clark attempted to interview 
SUSPECT TENNELL BILLUPS, MB/32, in the intensive care unit at Saint Francis 
Medical Center, room 3105. The contact was memorialized in digital audio and a digital 
copy of the interview will remain a permanent part on the case file. 


Investigators were unable to secure a Miranda waiver from Suspect Billups as he 
slipped in and out of consciousness. Therefore, no interview was conducted Ene the 
contact was terminated at 8:44 p.m. 


Sergeant Fredendall spoke with I.C.U. Nurse EN She stated Suspect Billups 
injuries consisted of dog bites on the right side of his back and he sustained three 
gunshot wounds to his left back, left thigh and right buttock regions. Nurse 

stated Suspect Billups was in serious, but stable condition. She provided Sergeant 
Fredendall with a medical record number of Ш for Terrell Billups. 
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On April 5, 2011, at 12:00 p.m. Sergeants Fredendall and Clark went to Saint Francis 
Medical Center, 1.C.U. to interview Suspect Billups. An unidentified nurse gave 
Sergeant Fredendall two prescription bottles of medication and stated Terrell Billups' 
wife dropped off the medication in |.C.U. prior to our arrival. The nurse was told that 
Billups was 


. Suspect Billups’ wife told the nurse 
that he had for a few weeks. 


Sergeant Fredendall examined the medication containers and both were in the name 


of Terrell Billups. One bottle was labeled —— n n 
date of 07/06/2010. The label instructions were to take 

| The remaining bottle was labeled ——————— with a 
dispense date of 07/06/2010, and MM The label instructions were 
to take Sergeant Fredendall noted the medication was dispensed 
by the and each Bottle contained approximately 
fifteen tablets. 


At 1211 p.m., Investigators interviewed SUSPECT TERRELL BILLUPS, MB/31, DOB: 
04/22/1979. The interview was memorialized in digital audio, and a digital copy of the 
interview will remain a permanent part of the case file. The following is a synopsis of 
the interview. | 


Sergeant Fredendall read Suspect Billups his Miranda rights Нот а Departmental 
issued Miranda warning card, SH-AD 477. Suspect Billups stated he understood each 
of his rights and would talk with investigators without attorney representation. 


Suspect Billups was asked to give his account of what happened. Billups said he was 
driving his 2000, white, Cadillac Escalade on Avalon Boulevard at 92" Street, when his 
SUV "broke down" and kept "stalling out." He stated he had to leave his truck behind 
and started walking. He realized he was in Blood gang territory and was wearing all 
blue clothing. He described the clothes he was wearing as a blue shirt, tee shirt with 
white writing on it, blue shorts and gray Adidas tennis shoes. Billups claimed he knew 
he was going to have problems in that area with rival blood gang members, since he 
was a member of the Santana Block Crips street gang. 


Suspect Billups stated some male black individuals pulled up to him in a gray Impala 
and one of them said “what's happening blood." Billups said he began running down 
a side street and jumped a fence and into a yard where he waited there for twenty 
minutes. During that time, he saw the men in the gray Impala driving up and down the 
street looking for him. 
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Suspect Billups told investigators that he jumped a fence into another yard to make his 
way back out to the street on the next block to get away from the men searching for 
him. He said when he made his way back toward the street, "The police was right 
there" and told Billups “һеу you freeze." Billups claimed that's when the police started 
shooting at him. Billups then claimed the police yelled "he's got a gun" and Billups 
yelled “I don't have no дип. . . | ain't got no gun" and the police started shooting at him. 


Suspect Billups said he ran into the back yard and jumped the fence while yelling "hey 
man you're shooting at me." He ran to the back yard of a residence and another police 
officer was present and the officer started shooting at him. Billups claimed he told the 
officer "Man, why you all trying to kill me" and that's when he was shot by the officer. 


Suspect Billups told investigators when he was shot by the officer, he yelled out in pain 
"you shot me." He said the officer replied "I'm gonna shoot you again mother fucker.” 
Billups stated he had been shot in the past and didn't want to die, and kept running and 
was scared. 


Suspect Billups then told investigators that he didn't know the guys that were shooting 
at him were police officer's. He said when he first saw "them" they were behind a car 
and was told "come here." Billups said he saw a man holding a gun and didn't know 
if was one of the blood gang members or the police chasing him. Billups said 
everything occurred so quickly, he thought it was the gang members. He said he never 
saw a police officer or a police car during the encounter. Moments later, Billups stated 
after he had been shot, he realized the police were there and he didn't know who had 
shot him. Moments later, Billups told investigators "the police were shooting at me." 


Suspect Billups stated at some point during his ordeal, he was told by a police officer 
he had shot at the police. Billups said his response to that allegation was “how can | 
be shooting at them, | ain't got no gun." 


Investigators asked Billups what was said to him at the beginning when he first saw 
guys with the guns. He replied "come out from behind there, come out." Billups was 
asked what else was said to him. He said he was told to "come out, let me see your 
fucking hands" and it sounded like police commands to him. 


Suspect Billups said while being given the above commands, there was a woman with him 
(Witness He told the woman that people were trying to do something 
to him and the woman told him to stay where he was and that's when the shooting erupted. 
Billups said the woman could have been shot because she was standing in front of him at 
the time. 


@ 
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Suspect Billups told investigators due to having been shot in the past, һе got scared and 
ran from the police and believed he was shot at “16 times, because | counted." He said 
that's why he ran like he was crazy, alleging they were trying to kill him. Billups said he 
didn't do anything wrong and was just trying to get away. 


Investigators asked Suspect Billups what his actions were the second time he was shot at 
by the police. He replied "I laid down on the ground when | saw it was the police, because 
one came over the gate and told me not to move.” Billups said he told that officer “I’m not 
moving, I’m shot." Billups said well, 4 kind of moved because | was hurting" since һе had 
been shot. He mimicked his movements on the hospital bed, moving side to side and said 
the officer started shooting again, while he was on the ground and the officer said "he's got 
a gun." 


Suspect Billups stated he told the officer “| don't have no gun sir, stop shooting at me 
please." He said the police threw a dog over the gate and the police dog dragged him up 
the street for two blocks. Billups was asked if the police were wearing patrol uniforms or 
military style uniforms. He said the police were wearing uniforms and not swat style 
clothing. 


Investigators asked Suspect Billups if at any time, did he have a gun. He replied "no sir." 
Billups was asked if he went into anyone's house while trying to hide from somebody. He 
replied “| would hide from the police." he was asked, did you go into someone's house 
when you were running from everybody. Billups replied "I ran into someone's garage 
because | had already been shot." Billups was asked before you were shot, did you go into 
anyone's house. He replied "no, | just ran through a yard to hide, but there was а dog 
there and hopped into the next yard and an officer was there." Billups clarified himself by 
saying "or whoever those people were." 


Suspect Billups stated during that time, while he was in a back yard, he saw a Caucasian 
- woman smoking a cigarette and told her that he was being shot at. He said the woman 
told him to hide, so he hid in her yard. 


Suspect Billups told investigators during the entire incident, he didn't have a gun in his 
hand or possessed a firearm on his person. He did point out that when he was being shot 
at, he did run with his hands clinched in a fist and when he did get shot, the bullet made 
him do a flip in the air and fall onto the ground. He said the officer who shot him told 
Billups he was going to shoot again and kept shooting, so he ran for his life. Billups stated 
he was shot in the back and in the leg while he was running and told investigators "| didn't 
have a gun when my back is to you and Гт running." Interestingly, Billups then claimed һе 
didn't know it was the police that shot him. 
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Investigators asked Suspect Billups, while he hid in the garage, did you know the police 
were outside. He replied “I heard the police say come out, we know somebody is in there, 
come out." Billups said the police were yelling ^we're going to shoot it up" and they didn't 
identify what police agency they were from and most of their commands were in Spanish. 


Suspect Billups told investigators that he had previously been ner | 
. He said he was prescribed medication for his 


He said he stopped taking the prescribed medication 


two weeks ago. 


Suspect Billups was asked if he had a cellular telephone with him, prior to his arrest. He 
stated “yes, the officer's seized it." He then stated when he was running through the yards 
he didn't have his cellular phone with him. Billups was asked why he never called 911 for 
help. He replied "I don't know, І never thought about calling 911 in a situation like that. 
When I did try to call someone, | didn't know where my phone was.” He described his 
cellular phone as a Blackberry by Boost mobile and said he payed for designated minute 
use and doesn't send text messages on his phone. Billups was asked if he had a girlfriend 
named ИШЕ го worked as a nurse at лаасы һе said yes. He was asked 
if he called or text before his arrest. Billups said he called her yesterday and 
EN ext him while he was at the store, prior to being shot or chased by the police. 


Suspect Billups was asked if he text | 9 called her while the police were pursuing 
him, before he got shot. He replied "yes." Billups quickly pointed out that he didn't 
remember what he said to ШИ еп he called her or what the message was when he 
text her. Investigators sought and obtained Suspect Billups consent to examine and 
download data from his cellular phone. Investigators later sought and obtained Billups' 
girlfriend, consentto examine and download data from her cellular phone. 
The downloaded information from both cellular telephones will remain a permanent part 
of the case file and the information will be forwarded to the District Attorney's office in this 
case. 


Suspect Billups told investigators at no time did he point, shoot, or possess a gun on 
04/04/2011. Billups also denied entering anyone's home other than the garage where he 
was captured on the day of his arrest. 


Investigators asked Billups if there was any reason why someone would tell us they saw 
you coming out of one of their neighbor's house. Billups replied "say what, | don't know. 
| came out of the yards running." When asked if he broke into anyone's home on 
04/04/2011, Billups replied "no sir" and said that someone may have seen him running or 
something like that. 


(а) 
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suspect Billups was asked when һе was running, you're absolutely sure you didn't go into 
anyone's house to hide to avoid being captured. Billups replied 4 don't recall, | was shot, 
nervous and running." Investigators clarified the question, before you were shot, did you 
enter anyone's house to hide or get away. Suspect Billups replied "I don't know." 


Suspect Billups was asked if it was his statement, he did not break into someone's house 
or was it his statement he didn't remember if he broke into someone's house. Billups 
replied "I don't recall, I'm telling you guys, | was running for my life.” 


Suspect Billups was asked if it was possible he kicked in someone's door and ran inside 
to hide. Billups replied “maybe, | don't know. | was scared and tried to hide everywhere." 
Suspect Billups was asked, why are people in that neighborhood telling us that they saw 
you inside someone's house. He replied "because | was running." 


Investigators asked Billups when he was running, did you go inside someone's house to 
hide or did he hide outside someone's house before he was shot. Billups replied “по sir, 
| don't know sir, there was so much going on." 


Investigators asked Billups if it was possible he went into someone's house but didn't 
remember. Billups replied "I don't know, | got a lot of stuff going on in my head. Because 
l've been shot up, like my mind goes blank." 


Investigators asked Billups why witnesses in this case told investigators you had a gun, 
even though you say you didn't. Billups replied “I didn't have a gun sir." Investigators 
confronted Billups with the fact a gun was recovered in this case. Suspect Billups replied 
"| don't know how you recovered a gun...and it was fired?" Billups was asked what he 
meant by, was it fired. Billups said he was told by the officer who shot him that he had shot 
at the officer. He said he never shot at the officer's and a test was conducted on his hands 
in the field to check for gun shot residue. 


Suspect Billups stated after he was shot, he ran through three separate yards on the same 
block and again denied he entered any residence. He said there were three different 
officers' who shot at him prior to being captured and every time he stopped running, 
another officer would shoot at him. 


Suspect Billups told investigators that he never saw or had contact with a man (Witness 
in a backyard nor did he place his finger up to his mouth as to convey "be 
quiet" prior to barricading himself in a garage to avoid capture by the police. 


Suspect Billups said he barricaded himself in a garage for two hours after being shot. The 
tear gas affected him and he was forced to crawl out of the garage and surrender. He said 
when he crawled out of the garage, he placed his hands behind his back and told officer's 


E 
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“Рип not resisting." Billups said he was shot at five times with either tear gas or bullets at 
that time and heard an officer say "he's not cooperating." Seconds later, he was attacked 
by a police dog and dragged down the street by the dog. 


Suspect Billups reiterated, at no time did he possess a gun, point a gun, shoot or attempt 
to shoot anyone on the day of his arrest. He also denied brandishing or making any 
turning movements toward deputies while in possession of a handgun. Billups further 
denied he ever simulated being in possession of a handgun during the incident on 9274 
Street. 


The Interview terminated at 12:58 p.m. 


On April 8, 2011, at 1:45 p.m., Sergeant Fredendall drove to International Tow, 2225 E. 

During the interview with 
investigators, he said his 2000, white, Cadillac Escalade, SUV had broken down and 
stalled on Avalon Boulevard. Suspect Billups' vehicle was located in close proximity of his 
arrest оп 92" Street and investigators wanted to determine if his vehicle had any 
mechanical issue. o 


Sergeant Fredendall used the keys that were recovered from Suspect Billups clothing at 
the scene to unlock the vehicle via remote control. On the back floorboard, between the 
driver and front passenger seat, Sergeant Fredendall observed and recovered a traffic 
ticket ке ран on April 1, 2011, by Los Angeles Police Department Officer 
Antiporda # Sergeant Fredendall also observed and recovered Billups' temporary 
vehicle identification + on the floorboard as well. The items were seized as 
evidence and will remain a permanent part of the case file. 


Sergeant Fredendall started the vehicle twenty times and drove the vehicle forward and 
backward ten times. The vehicle started promptly each time and never stalled or presented 
any indication of mechanical problems as alleged by the suspect.

NARRATIVE 


On April 04, 2011, at 1200 hours, Homicide Investigators Richard Ramirez and Marcelo Quintero 
were dispatched from Homicide Bureau to assist Homicide Investigators Sergeants John Fredendall 
and Kenneth Clark regarding a deputy involved shooting in the lock of 927% Street in the 
County of Los Angeles. When Investigators arrived they were briefed by Los Angeles County 
Sheriff's Department, Century Station Unit 2178, Deputy Patty Rines # Y and Deputy Ken Fisk 
d || 


Deputy Rines related that she and her partner responded to a call of a prowler in the vicinity of JB 
Baird Avenue, a residence just south of 92” Street. One of their assisting units was Unit 217A, 
Deputy Inzunza and Deputy Sibrian. As they began their initial investigation, they were contacted by 
a citizen informant who pointed out a residence оп 92" Street. The citizen informant related that she 
had seen a male possibly breaking into the back door of a residence whiich was later identified as 
Me. 92" Street. The citizen informant further related that the possible burglar jumped the fence 
to the back yard of the residence to the east. 


Deputies Rines and Fisk began to coordinate the arrival of assisting deputy personnel. Deputies 


Inzunza and Sibrian exited their patrol vehicle and checked the residences on 9274 Street. Deput 
Inzunza carried his Departmental issued "Ithaca" shotgun. As they checked the residence at

E. 927 Street, they encountered an individual (later identified as Suspect Tennell Billups) in the 
driveway. Suspect Billups, immediately after seeing Deputy Inzunza, ran west in the back yard of 
ME. 92" Street and jumped the fence into the rear yard of Е. 92" Street. 


Deputy Inzunza paralleled Suspect Billups’ along the south sidewalk to the driveway at MEN. 92° 
Street. He turned south into the driveway and confronted Suspect Billups who was now running north 
on the same driveway with a gun in his hand. It was at this time a deputy involved shooting ensued 
when Deputy Inzunza discharged his Department issued shotgun. Following the shooting, Suspect 
Billups again fled westbound over the property line fence and onto the walkway on the west side of 
the residence at 02" Street. 


Deputy Inzunza again paralleled the suspect along the south sidewalk of 92" Street. He turned south 
onto the walkway and again confronted Suspect Billups who was running north along the walkway, 
still holding a gun in his hand. Deputy Inzunza had discarded his shotgun and drawn his 
Departmental issued Beretta pistol. A second deputy involved shooting occurred in the walkway at 


MI -. 32° Street. 


Suspect Billups, after the second confrontation, concealed himself between the rear apartment and 
the garage and refused to surrender. Deputiy Inzunza was joined by Deputy Sibrian at this point and 
both took up a position in front of the residence and broadcast that they had been involved in a 
shooting using their handheld radio. 


Deputy Rines indicated that moments after the shooting, Deputy Inzunza recovered a blue steel 
semiautomatic pistol in the grass area on the south end of the walkway of 1] 9274 Street. The 
pistol was the one Suspect Billups was holding. It was a "Lorcin" 380 caliber pistol (Evidence Item 
# 16). Deputy Inzunza collected the firearm and placed it in the trunk of his patrol car for safe. 
keeping because the suspect was still outstanding at that time. Deputy Inzunza also directed 
assisting personnel to recover his shotgun for fear that the suspect could run back to the area and 
arm himself once again. The area was contained using assisting Deputy personnel from several 
Sheriff's Stations. 


Suspect Billups avoided capture and fled on foot eastbound through the yards of гс 
EN Street. Suspect Billups was able to scale the east fence of Е27%5гееі and enter the 
rear yard of MM Zamora Avenue. Suspect Billups concealed himself in an unoccupied rear 
converted garage at that address. Deputy personnel learned of Suspect Billups location and 
_ attempted to call him out and surrender. Suspect Billups refused to come out and Deputies from the 
Special Enforcement Bureau were called. After a standoff which lasted several hours, SEB 
personnel fired several tear gas canisters through the front door of the garage. Suspect Billups was 
subsequently arrested inside the garage when entry was made by a K-9 unit. Suspect Billups was 


found to have sustained gunshot injuries. 
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Deputy Rines and Fisk as well as assisting deputy personnel will document their actions and 
observations in a first report and supplementary reports which will become a permanent part of this 
file. 


At 1450 hours, Forensic Identification Specialist Jackie Thompson Ma and Deputy Кап Bandy 
"EMEN arrived at the scene. At the direction of Investigators they photographed the entire scene 
and retrieved all of the above described evidence. FIS Thompson will document their actions and 
observations in a supplemental report which will become a permanent part of this file. 


Also at 1450 hours, Firearms Examiners Deputy John Vanderschaaf # MY and Robert Keil 

arrived at the scene. At the direction of Investigators, they examined and recovered all 
ballistic evidence associated with this incident. Deputy Vanderschaaf will document their actions and 
observations which will become a permanent part of this file. 


SCENE 


The 1300 block of 92" Street is primarily residential, consisting of primarily duplex, triplex and single 
family homes. 9274 Street is an east/west street single lane asphalt surface street which 
accommodates parking on both the north and south sides of the street. The shooting incident 
occurred between Baird Avenue to the west and Zamora Avenue to the east. Both Zamora Avenue 
and Baird Avenue are single lane north south streets and are of similar appearance as 92" Street. 
To the south ofthe residences on 927 Street is an alley way, which provides easy access for vehicles 
and pedestrians. | 


The locations that Investigators were primarily concerned with were 2” Street 
and BM Zamora Avenue. The locations on 9274 Street were located on the south side of the street. 
The residence on Zamora Avenue, was on the west side of the street and abuts 02" Street. 


Investigators first examined ШЕШ 927% Street. They found it to be a green stucco colored multi- 
location apartment complex, comprised of three apartments with one upstairs. To the rear of the 
location was a detached garage. Between the garage and the apartment complex was a walkway 
that provided access to the both sides of the property. In the front yard there was a chain link fence 
with a pedestrian opening where the walkway led to the apartments. 


In the grass area parallel to the sidewalk, Investigators observed three expended shell casings 
(Evidence Items 1, 2 & 3). Investigators were able to locate an additional shell casing (Evidence 
Item 14) after the deployment of the Prospectors Club, Mr. Y and Mr. ЕЙ They examined 
the area with their metal detectors and located the shell casing in the grass area of front yard of the 
complex. They also located an additional fired bullet (Evidence Item # 15) from the west grass area 


of the yard. 
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Investigators located a jacket (Evidence Item £ 5) between the garage and the apartment complex. 
Investigators also located an expended bullet (Evidence Item # 4) and a bullet impact (Photograph 
Evidence £ C) in the wall of the garage. There was also a trough on the grass that according to the 
Firearms Examiners represented that a bullet grazed grass before striking the wall (Photograph 
Evidence £ A.) Investigators were also directed to a bullet hole in the wall of the apartment complex. 
Ап expended bullet (Evidence Item #17) was retrieved from that wall by Firearms Examiner Robert 
Kile (Refer to Photograph Evidence £ B.) On the east wall of the complex there appeared to be 
a number of impact holes, that according to the Firearms Examiners, may have been created when 
the shotgun was deployed (Photograph Evidence Item # E). 


Investigators next examined Ml 92" Street. This location is а Y single family home, that had 
two upstairs bedrooms. The front door faced north with a side entrance located on the east side of 
the residence. The residence was equipped with wrought iron security doors and windows. The 
front yard was adorned with a wrought iron fence that was approximately seven feet high. There is 
a detached garage to the rear of the location. 


The location had a driveway that runs along the west side of the residence. Investigators observed 
a number of small lead fragments and plastic wading (Evidence Items 6 thru 10) commonly found 
in shotgun shells on the driveway. | 


Investigators were directed to the east side entrance near the rear ofthe location. The door appeared 
to have been forcibly kicked in (Photograph Evidence £ D). FIS, Deputy Bandy took a number of 
photographs of the shoe print to be compared with the shoes that Suspect Billups was wearing at 
the time he was arrested. 


It appeared entry was gained into the residence by kicking in the metal screen portion of the security 
door, causing a tear in the screen below the door locking mechanism. The metal screen appeared 
manually bent inward, allowing an access portal to the door locking mechanisms. Once the security 
door was unlocked and opened, the suspect then kicked in the wooden door, allowing entry into the 
home. Investigators observed broken wood molding and metal deadbolt parts on the floor inside the 
door. 


Investigators checked the interior of the residence and found that the northwest bedroom had been 
ransacked. There was a dresser on th west wall which had been searched. The drawers and its 
contents were found on the bedroom floor. There were personal items strewn about the livingroom 
floor as well as the floor near the rear door. Both upstairs bedrooms appeared to have been 
searched as evidenced by clothing on the floor and beds. Several dresser drawers and closets were 
ransacked. 
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It should be noted that Investigators allowed the residents to enter the location after it had been 
photographed and checked for fingerprints for the purposes of identifying any missing items. The 
residents related that cash and jewelry was taken. It should also be noted that Investigators did not 
locate the missing money or jewelry. 


Deputy Inzunza first encountered Suspect Billups in the driveway of 2" Street. This location 
is a single family residence with a detached garage located to the rear, on the east side of the 
property. Investigators observed what appeared to be lead fragments (Evidence Item #11) on the 
sidewalk in front of the location. The residence is equipped with wrought iron security windows and 
doors. The driveway to the location is located on the east side of the house and runs parallel to the 
residence to the garage. The front gate is also wrought iron and is approximately six foot high. There 
is a six foot, five inch fence that runs the length of the east side of the residence. At the rear of the 
driveway was an entrance to the backyard which led to the west side of the property. 


The rear residence at Zamora Avenue was adjacent and east of the rear residence of ЕШ 
92"! Street. Investigators were directed to the southwest corner of the property where the garage of 
MM Zamora Avenue was located Investigators noted the garage had been converted into a 
residence and was equipped with a wrought iron security door that faced east. Inside the garage was 
the strong order of teargas that was still prevalent when Investigators arrived. 


Investigators learned that this particular property site had two additional residences north of MEME 
Zamora Avenue. They were identified as land lll Zamora Avenue. A driveway was located 
to the rear and west of the residences and ran parallel to the residence of] 927 Street. To the 
north of the garage was a cellular telephone (Evidence Item # 13) and Suspect Billiups' cut up 
clothing (Evidence Item # 12). A check of Suspect Billups pants pockets revealed, five, five dollar 
bills and a pack of “Camel” cigarettes in the right front pants pocket and two twenty dollar bills in left 
front pants pocket. The cigarettes were disposed of. The money, along with a set of car keys and the 
Cellular Phone (Evidence item #13) recovered from the suspect's clothing, were given to Sergeant 
Clark by Deputy Вапау. 


Examining the front wooden door there appeared to be a number of circular shaped holes where 
Investigators learned were created during the deployment of tear gas by members of SEB. 


Investigators subsequently contacted the owner of ll 9277 Street. She was identified as Ms. 

HUE She represented to Investigators that her residence had been ransacked 
and it appeared that some jewelry had been stolen. However, she was not certain at this time what 
had been taken. Based on the condition of the residence, Investigators advised her that once she 
and her family inventoried their loss, she should contact Century Sheriff s Station and provide them 
with that information. 
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Investigators were made aware that Suspect Billups may have been driving a white SUV. 
Investigators were subsequently made aware of a white Cadillac (Ca. # ЕЕ) was discovered 
in front of MB 927 Street. A check of the license plate revealed that the vehicle belonged to 
Suspect Billups. It was subsequently towed to International Tow, 2225 89" Street, Los Angeles, Ph# 
(323) 583-1414. 


Investigators also learned that the shotgun that Deputy Inzunza used was in the trunk of a radio car. 
Firearms Examiner Keil examined the weapon and found that it was loaded with two rounds in the 
tube, one fired round in the chamber and one live round in the chamber. According to Keil the 
weapon appeared to have malfunctioned.

Witness nd raised a finger to his lips, indicating to 0 “be quiet”. He 
did not see anything in the hands of the male Hispanic and did not observe him to be 
bleeding. 


Witness law the male enter the door of the small garage at the rear of his 
property and close it behind him. Witness entered his residence again via his 
front door. He told his mother that he had seen the male enter the small garage. His 
mother told him to tell the police officers what he had seen. Witness xited his 
front door and approached a male and a female Deputy. He provided a description of 
the male Hispanic to the Deputies and told them where he had last seen him. 


Witness las told to go back into his residence and he complied. Deputies 
came to his door a few minutes later and told him he needed to leave.

She observed three to four uniformed deputies standing 
in front of ME. 92°° Street pointing their guns down the driveway. She heard the deputies 
yelling at someone to "Come out!" 
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Witness J said she could hear a male yelling back at the deputies stating, “| have a gun!” 
The witness observed as the deputies seemed cautious and would not approach the backyard 
area where the suspect was hiding. 


_ During this observation, Witness J saw a shotgun on the ground near the deputies. It was 
then she realized the first loud "pop" she heard must have been a gunshot from the shotgun since 
the sound was louder than the following gunshots. 


While the deputies were attempting to call the suspect out, Witness saw the suspect run 
from the backyard of MEME.

The court order was sought by investigators to 
obtain a DNA sample from the suspect and compare his DNA genetic profile to 
evidence seized in this case.

On April 20, 2011, at 1:52 p.m., investigators contacted Suspect Tennell Billups in 
Module 331 CTC, а the Twin Towers Correction Facility in Los Angeles. Investigators 
explained the reason for our presence and asked Billups to submit DNA samples 
pursuant to the aforementioned court order. 


Suspect Billups became agitated and initially refused to submit a sample and cooperate 
with investigators. Sergeant Clark explained the entire procedure and the fact the court 
order authorized reasonable force if necessary to obtain a sample from him. Sergeant 
Clark also stressed the fact investigators didn't want to resort to physical force in 
obtaining a DNA sample and it would be in his best interest to comply with the order. 
Suspect Billups requested a copy of the court order and a copy of the order was 
provided to him by Sergeant Fredendall. 


Suspect Billups read the court order and cooperated with investigators. Sergeant 
Fredendall utilized two swabs from the DNA kit and obtained a sample from each side 
of the defendant's mouth without incident.

On Monday, April 4, 2011 at 12:40 p.m., Sergeants John Fredendall +A Kenneth 
Clark MI along with Detectives Marcelo Quintero "IB and Richard Ramirez 
# were detailed from Sheriffs Homicide Bureau to 92" Street and Central 
Avenue (Command Post) in the unincorporated area of Los Angeles to investigate the 
circumstances surrounding a deputy involved shooting, that occurred at ll o2" 
Street in Los Angeles. Preliminary information was the suspect had barricaded himself 
inside a garage following the shooting incident involving a deputy sheriff assigned to 
Century Station. It was determined that the suspect had sustained gunshot wounds 
during the incident, and Sheriff s Homicide Bureau was assigned to investigate the 


matter. 


Your affiant and Sergeant Clark interviewed DEPUTY GONZALO INZUNZA, regarding 
the deputy involved shooting that occurred at ШЕ 9274 Street, in the unincorporated 
part of Los Angeles. The interview occurred at the Century Sheriff Station, in the 
Captain's conference room, and it was recorded in digital audio. Attorney Audra C. 


Call, from the law office of Green and Shinee was also present. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators that he and his partner were on patrol in unit 214-A, 
day shift. He said his partner, Deputy Erik Sibrian, was the driver, he was the book man 
and they were assigned to work the Firestone Park patrol unit. He told investigators 
that he heard a radio call of a Prowler and it was assigned to unit 216. He and his 
partner were on 59" Street at Central Avenue so they assigned themselves to the call 


as the assisting unit. 
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Не said they were en route to the са! when the handling unit directed them to go to 
Zamora Avenue and 92"! Street. He believed the handling unit was positioned on Baird 
Avenue, which was one block west of Zamora Avenue. When they got to their corner 
he received information over the radio that the suspect was seen in the rear yard of a 
house on 92" Street. They were then told to go to the front side of the houses on 9274 


Street and contain that area. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators his partner stopped their car on the northwest corner 
of 92" Street and Zamora Avenue and they both got out the car. He said he was 
armed with the shotgun and the two of them started walking westbound on the south 
side of 92" Street, from Zamora Avenue. His partner was behind him so he told his 


partner to keep his eyes trained on the houses as they slowly moved west. 


He said when he reached 2" Street he heard a broadcast that the suspect was 
just seen running eastbound. He told investigators that he and his partner headed west 
on 9274 Street until they came up to a long driveway and stopped. Не said when he 
looked down the east side of the property he saw the suspect approximately 20 yards 


down a long driveway. 


It should be noted that the first contact occurred on the east side of the location 


in a long walkway. 


Deputy Inzunza said he saw a Hispanic female standing approximately one foot to the 
right of the suspect. The suspect was standing right nextto the female and he believed 
that a radio broadcast was being made, at that time, saying that the suspect was just 


seen coming out of someone's house. He said he did not know which property the 


- 
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deputy in the broadcast was talking about but he could hear a report that someone they 


had seen the suspect. 


He stated that, based on this, he believed that a burglary had just occurred. He said 
he could also see that the suspect he was now standing shoulder to shoulder with a 
Hispanic lady and as he studied the situation he saw that the male had a look of fear 
on his face. The man was now standing with his shoulder next to the shoulder of the 


lady and he now had a panic look on his face. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators his shotgun was pointed toward the ground when he 
asked the female "Ma'am do you know him?" He said the female looked at him, 
shrugged her shoulders, and said "no." Then she quickly moved away from the suspect 
and that created some distance between the two. He stated that the female then said 
"| don't know who ће is, | think he's trying to break in", as she moved to get away from 
the suspect. He stated that it was at that moment that the suspect turned and ran 
behind the building while the female came toward him. He said he lost sight of the 
suspect, so he raised the shotgun and he and his partner started speed walking west 
оп 9274 Street, mirroring the movement of the suspect. The suspect ran west as he and 


Deputy Sibrian headed west to cut him off. 


He said they were on the south sidewalk and within seconds the suspect reappeared 
on the number 3 side of the house at 2" Street. He stated that the suspect had 
run completely around the house and was now on the number 3 side, the west side of 
the property, running toward the front yard of еру Inzunza drew investigators 
a hand sketch depicting the location and where the suspect reappeared. He described 


where he saw the suspect and said that the suspect was not exactly in the front yard. 
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Не thought the suspect was mid-yard of the house AM 92" Street. He described 
itas the house with a wrought-iron fence. He used the number 1 to indicate his position 
on his sketch and the number 2 to indicate the female's position. He told investigators 
he thought the female stayed on the east side of the house after the suspect ran behind 


the property. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators the suspect stopped and looked at him and he could 
see that the man was holding a gun in his hand. He said the suspect pointed the gun 
at him and he fired one round from the shotgun at the suspect while at the same time 
yelling "put your hands up, put your hands up'. He said he felt that the suspect was 
going to shoot him or his partner behind him and that's why he shot. He tried to 
chamber another round into the chamber and couldn't because the slide got stuck. He 
tried three or four more times to get the slide to move while yelling at the guy "stop, stop 
put your hands up, put your hands up". He said he saw the suspect run and jump over 
the fence and that's when he threw the shotgun down and ran west to head off the 
suspect. He described seeing the suspect jump the fence and run across the yard at 
EO" Street. The suspect ran across the yard then south on the west side of the 


house and out of his view. 


Deputy Inzunza said that he ran and took up a position of containment and pointed at 
his hand-drawn map. He indicated he.ran west in the street and pointed to the area 
where he stopped. He said he saw the suspect run around the west corner of the 
house and as followed the suspect he yelled for him to stop. He said he saw the 
suspect stop then the suspect began to turn around while still holding the gun in his 


right hand. When the suspect faced him he pointed the gun in his direction. He said 


he feared for his safety and the safety of his partner so he fired 3 to 5 times at the 
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suspect with his Beretta. He told investigators that he fired at the suspect to stop the 


threat. 


He said he could see there was a wall or some type of solid structure behind the 
suspect when he fired. Deputy Inzunza stated that he saw the suspect turn, drop the 
weapon and run east between the house. He said he could see a deputy on the corner 
at Zamora Avenue, so he and Deputy Sibrian ran to the area where the suspect 
dropped the gun. He said he also heard over the radio that deputies could see the 
suspect and he was still running east behind houses. He said the suspect was now 
running in the opposite direction of where he initially started, which was back towards 


Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza said he didn't know if the area was contained so he and Deputy Sibrian 
ran back to the Corner of 92" Street and Zamora Avenue and waited there until other 
units arrived. He said he could hear, over the radio, that deputies could see the 
suspect move so he had a good idea that the suspect was heading east between the 
houses. He told investigators he heard patrol units in the alley and he overheard 
someone say the suspect was running towards Zamora Avenue. He said that he 


started broadcasting a description of the shooting incident that just occurred. 


Deputy Inzunza repeated his statement of pointing the shotgun and firing one shot at 
the suspect and not being able to rack the slide on the weapon. He said he lost sight 
of the suspect and how he broadcast what happened over the radio. He said he saw 
where the suspect tossed his gun and he and Deputy Sibrian recovered the weapon 
when he heard deputies say the suspect was running east. He said that he realized the 


suspect was running in the opposite direction of where he initially started. 
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Не said һе heard а deputy say over the radio that the suspect had entered а garage 
and he told investigators the suspect was wearing a blue jacket or a blue sweater. He 
said he was also wearing blue shorts and tennis shoes and he did not have a hat. He 
described the suspect as light complexion with short hair. He said the suspect looked 
like he was Hispanic but he now knows the suspect is a light complected African- 
American. He described the man as 20 to 30 years old, 5'7" to 5'9" tall, un shaven, 


weighing approximately 170 to 180 pounds. 


Deputy Inzunza said when he initially saw the female, she looked petrified and very 
scared. He said when he heard the initial call and the additional information over the 
radio, he thought the prowler call was now a burglary in progress call. He said he told 
his partner, based on the additional information, to "keep your head up." He said he 
based his opinion on the additional information in the broadcast that a resident could 
see the suspect looking inside the window of a house, before losing sight of the 
suspect. He said when he and his partner saw the female, he could tell that she was 
scared. He told investigators he thought the address was ШЕ?" Street. He said 
he could see the Hispanic female down the side of the house and she was standing on 
the right side of the suspect. He said the male and female were standing "shoulder to 


shoulder". 


He told investigators that the male was very close to the female and they were both 
facing north. He said when he saw the suspect standing next to the female, it looked 
like the suspect tried to grab her when he asked the woman if she knew the man. He 
said when the suspect reached out and grabbed at the woman she moved her shoulder 
and moved toward him. When she did that, the suspect turned and ran to the back of 


the building and out of sight. Deputy Inzunza said the female's answer and action were

odd and he realized she was trying to distance herself from the man and that's when 


the woman said she didn't know the man. 


Deputy Inzunza said the suspect looked directly at him and they even made eye 
contact. He said the man tried to grab the woman but she moved her shoulder and got 
away. He said he realized that the man was the person that they were looking for, 
especially when the woman told him she didn't know the man. He said he felt that the 
suspect might grab the woman and take her inside the house since they were standing 
by the open door. He told investigators that the female did not scream but he could see 
that she was visibly shaken and scared. He described her as nervous and said she 


moved away from the man as soon as he reached out to grab her. 


He said at the same time, he and his partner yelled at the suspect to raise his hands 
and they continued yelling this until the suspect turned and ran away. He told 
investigators he lost sight of the suspect when he ran behind the house, but he saw him 
come around on the west side and he was wearing the same blue clothing that he'd 


seen when the suspect was on the east side location, next to the woman. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he did a slow walk west until the suspect reappeared. 
He said he thought the suspect was about 15 yards from him when he reappeared. He 
said he saw that the suspect was holding a weapon in his right hand and he was 
wearing the same blue clothing. He said when the suspect reached the gate area, he 
and his partner yelled for him to put his hands up but he didn't. He said that the 
suspect turned his back toward him and when he turned around the suspect was 
holding a gun in his hand. He told investigators that the suspect's back was facing him 


and then he suddenly turned around, faced him and pointed the gun at him and his 
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partner. He said he thought the suspect was going to shoot so he fired first. 


He stated that he did not have any solid cover to hide behind when he shot at the 
suspect. He said he remembered seeing a fence and a tree but there was no time for 
him to take cover behind anything solid. He said his frame of mind was initially to back 
up across the street to get cover but the suspect reappeared within seconds with a 
weapon in his hand. He stated that he didn't have time to take cover because his 
attention was drawn to the area where the suspect was last seen. He said he kept his 
attention on that threat and when the suspect reappeared, the suspect pointed a gun 


at him and his partner. 


He repeated that he had no cover except for the fence and his frame of mind was 
focused on the suspect and the threat the suspect posed. He said he remembered 
hearing deputies over the radio say they could see the suspect running behind the 
building. He said the suspect suddenly reappeared and was now holding a gun in his 


hand. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he was in fear for his life and his partners life who 
was behind him, so he fired one shot at the suspect to stop the threat. He said his 
partner had his Beretta out and he did not fire any shots at the suspect. He said he 
didn't think the suspect got a shot off at him with his gun. He told investigators he 
recovered the suspect's weapon and he now knows the type and caliber of the gun, but 
at the time of the shooting he did not know. He said he only saw the man with a black 


pistol in his hand. 
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Не said after the first shotgun blast, the suspect ran west and climb the fence in the 
yard of 227 Street. He ran through the front yard of the house and around the 
west side of the building to the rear and out of his sight. He said he heard radio traffic 
that deputies could see the suspect running behind the building and thought he ran in 
an eastbound direction. He said he also remembered hearing someone say that the 
suspect had reversed his direction was now running west back towards he and his 
partner. He said the suspect reemerged and he was still holding the gun in the same 


hand he held it before. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he and his partner yelled at the suspect telling him 
to stop and to raise his hands. He said the suspect ignored them and turned to his right 
and started to point his gun at them a second time. That's when he fired 3 to 4 rounds 
from his Beretta. He said his partner was still behind him when he fired and the suspect 
turned and ran between the buildings. He said they both saw the suspect drop the 
weapon and just about the same time he heard the suspect yell or make a strange 
noise. He said the suspect also made an unnatural type of movement as he yelled and 


he thought it was a reaction to the suspect being injured or shot. 


He told investigators he and his partner recovered the suspect weapon after he heard 
deputies say over the radio that the suspect was running eastbound away from them. 
He said he didn't want the suspect to come back and rearm himself. He said after they 
recovered the weapon, they backed out of the area until they reached 92"? Street, then 


they went to the corner of 9274 Street and Zamora Avenue. 


Deputy Inzunza told investigators he and his part ner recovered a .380 caliber, 


semiautomatic pistol that the suspect dropped. He said he putthat weapon in the trunk 
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of his radio саг and his partner stayed at the radio car until they were relieved. He said 
they drove back to Century station and waited. He said he remembered seeing a 
deputy pick up the shotgun and put it inside a radio car. He thought it was done by the 
deputy working 216A. He told investigators he did not load the shotgun but his partner 


did. He said it was loaded with .00 buck shot and it was the older "Ithaca" shotgun. 


He said he was the passenger in the car and his partner was driving. He said that is 
why he was in front of his partner the entire time, because he got out of the car first. 
Deputy Inzunza said he is familiar with the area and he knew that there had recently 
been a rash of burglaries and gang shootings. He said when he heard the call, his 
frame of mind was the prowler call would probably be a burglary in progress call. He 
said he remembers coordinating the call over L-TAC and when he arrived a 
containment had already been set up. He said a deputy а the scene reported that they 
had seen the suspect inside a different location and based on that information 


adjustments were made and they move to another position. 


It should be noted that Deputy Inzunza was dressed in full class A sheriff's 
department uniform. He was wearing a badge displayed, a gun belt, radio and 


Departmental issued equipment. 


Your affiant and Sergeant Clark conducted a thorough investigation of this matter and 
submitted the case to Los Angeles Metropolitan Court, Deputy District Attorney, Mario 
Coto-Lopez for filing consideration.

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THEREFORE, | am seeking a Court Order to obtain two oral swabs from inside the mouth 
of Tennell Billups and or a blood sample from him in a medically approved manner. Once 
obtained, the oral swabs or blood sample will be processed and analyzed by the Los 
Angeles County Sheriff's Department, Crime Lab, for the genetic profile (DNA) of Tennell 
Billups, to be compared to the genetic profile of the DNA obtained from the Lorcin, .380 


caliber, black steel, semiautomatic pistol, serial #217662, collected at the crime scene.

"The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Inzunza and 
Sibrian were investigating a prowler call and possible residential burglary when 
they saw Tennell Billups accosting о appeared to be scared. 

told deputies that she did not know Billups and thought he was trying to break in. 
Billups matched the description of the prowler. Upon seeing the deputies, Billups 
ran away. lgnoring the deputies' orders to stop running, Billups turned and 
raised a firearm at Inzunza and Sibrian. In imminent danger of great bodily injury 
or death to himself and his partner, Deputy Inzunza fired his service shotgun 
once and ordered him to put his hands up. Further ignoring the deputies' 
commands, Billups ran away from the deputies, jumping the fence into another 
property.

The Justice System Integrity Division of the Los Angeles County District Attorney's Office has 
completed its review of the April 4, 2011, non-fatal shooting of Tennell Billups by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff's Department (LASD) Deputy Gonzaio Inzunza. We have concluded that 
Deputy Inzunza acted lawfully in self-defense and defense of his partner, Deputy Erik Sibrian. 


The following analysis is based upon investigative reports, analyzed evidence reports and 
witness statements taken during the investigation by the LASD and submitted to this office by 
Detective Kenneth Clark. The District Attorney Command Center was notified of the shooting 
at approximately 1:20 p.m., on April 4, 2011. The District Attorney Response Team, comprised 
of Deputy District Attorney Jason Lustig and District Attorney Senior Investigator Sean 
Robinson, responded to the location. They were given a briefing of the circumstances 
surrounding the shooting and a walk-through of the scene. Compelled statements were not 
considered in this analysis. 


FACTUAL ANALYSIS 


On April 4, 2011, at about 8:20 a.m., Deputies Sibrian and Inzunza were on uniformed patrol 
when they received a radio call of a male prowler looking into a house near Zamora Avenue and 
East 9274 Street, an unincorporated area of south Los Angeles.

Billups turned and ran west behind the residence. Inzunza and Sibrian ran west in front of the 
residence to intercept him. When Billups stopped, Inzunza saw a gun in his hands. Billups 
pointed the gun at Inzunza. Inzunza fired one shotgun round at Billups while saying “put your 
hands up, put your hands up!” Billups jumped the fence and ran across the yard of East 
927 Street and south on the west side of the house, out of Inzunza's view. Inzunza discarded the 
shotgun, which had jammed, and armed himself with his service sidearm.? 


Inzunza heard over the radio that Billups was running east, but then reversed his direction and 
was running west, back towards the deputies. Shortly thereafter, Inzunza saw Billups and 
followed him, while yelling for him to stop and raise his hands. ignoring these commands, 
Billups turned around with a gun in his hand and pointed it at Inzunza. Inzunza fired his service 
weapon four times at Billups.* Billups turned, dropped his weapon and continued to run 
eastbound behind the residence. Inzunza and Sibrian recovered Billups’ weapon near EB East 
92"! Street and secured it in the trunk of the patrol car.” The deputies ran back to the corner of 
East 92™ Street and Zamora Avenue to contain the area. 


Billups tried to hide between the garage and residence at ШЕШ East 92" Street. Deputies saw 
him peeking out and ducking back behind the garage. Billups ignored multiple orders to come 
out and show his hands. After a short time, Billups jumped a fence into the backyard of ЕШ 
ШИШЕ. MI  amora Avenue. Billups motioned to Boo. was in the yard feeding his 
dogs, to be quiet. Billups entered a detached garage where he remained for several hours, 
ignoring the deputies’ numerous commands to surrender. After obtaining a search warrant for 
the garage, deputies fired chemical agents inside. Several minutes later, Billups exited the

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garage and lied down with his hands underneath him. Billups refused orders to show his hands. 
He was taken into custody with the assistance of a K-9 unit. 


Billups was transported to Saint Francis Medical Center where he was treated for three gunshot 
wounds to his left back, left thigh and right buttock, and dog bites. 


In case number УА 119391, the District Attorney's Office filed 12 felony counts against Billups 


for assault with a firearm on a peace officer, burglary and resisting arrest. The case is set for jury 
trial on August 24, 2011. 


| - Billups’ Girlfriend 


Е · ontacted a detective at the scene and introduced herself as Billups’ girlfriend. 
ИИ ccompanied the detective to Century Station to be interviewed. While on her way home 
from an appointment, [J received a text message from Billups at 11:55 a.m., saying that he 
was going to jail and needed her. [called Billups who told her that he had been shot by 
the police and was hiding “barricaded” in someone's yard. 0 vised him to surrender. 
Billups told her that he was in the area of 92™ Street and Avalon Boulevard.

On April 5, 2011, at 12:1 1 p.m., Billups was interviewed in the Saint Francis Medical Center 
Intensive Care Unit. After waiving his Miranda rights, Billups told investigators that he was 
driving his Cadillac Escalade on Avalon Boulevard at 92” Street, when it broke down and kept 
stalling.^ He exited the vehicle and started walking. Billups knew he was going to have 
problems because he was in Blood gang territory wearing all blue clothing. Some Black males 
drove up to him and one of them said, “What's up blood?” Billups began running down a side 
street and jumped a fence into a yard where he waited for 20 minutes. 


When Billups jumped a fence into another yard to escape from the males, he saw the police who 
told him to "freeze!" The police started shooting at him, even though he told the police, "I don't 


have no gun." Billups ran into the backyard of another residence while still being shot at. 


Inconsistently, Billups said that he did not know whether the males shooting at him were officers 
or gang members because he first saw them behind a car." Billups never saw a police officer or a 
police car during the encounter, and did not know who was shooting at him. Later in the 
interview, he changed his version of the events again, telling the investigators that the police 
were shooting at him and that there were three different officers who shot at him before he was 
captured. Billups claimed that he did not have a gun in his hand or on his person during this 
incident. Billups denied entering anyone's home other than the garage where he was captured. 


* Billups’ vehicle was found parked on the street in front о East 92" Street. On April 8, 2011, Sergeant 
Fredendall examined the vehicle and found that it did not present the mechanical problems Billups claimed. 

7 Billups admits to being a member of the Crips street gang, a rival of the Blood gang. 

* Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian were dressed in full Sheriff's department uniforms. 
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Billups has previously been diagnosed with EBENEN He was 
prescribed medication for ШЕ but had stopped 


taking it two weeks before this incident. 
LEGAL ANALYSIS 


California law permits the use of deadly force in self-defense or in the defense of others if it 
reasonably appears to the person claiming the right of self-defense or the defense of others that 
he actually and reasonably believed that he or others were in imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death. (People v. Williams (1977) 75 Cal.App.3d 731.) 


In protecting himself or another, a person may use all force which he believes reasonably 
necessary and which would appear to a reasonable person, in the same or similar circumstances, 


to be necessary to prevent the injury which appears to be imminent. (California Criminal Jury 
Instructions 3470.) 


When the peril is swift and imminent and the necessity for action immediate, the law does not 
weigh into nice scales the conduct of the assailed and say he shall not be justified in killing 
because he might have resorted to other means to secure his safety. (People v. Collins (1961) 189 
Cal. App.3d 575). 


CONCLUSION 


The evidence examined in this investigation shows that Deputies Inzunza and Sibrian were 
investigating a prowler call and possible residential burglary when they saw Tennell Billups 
accosting [who appeared to be scared. MW told the deputies that she did not know 
Billups and thought he was trying to break in: Billups matched the description of the prowler. 
Upon seeing the deputies, Billups ran away. Ignoring the deputies' orders to stop running, 
Billups turned and raised a firearm at Inzunza and Sibrian. In imminent danger of great bodily 
injury or death to himself and his partner, Deputy Inzunza fired his service shotgun once at 
Billups and ordered him to put his hands up. Further ignoring the deputies' commands, Billups 
ran away from the deputies, jumping the fence into another property. Inzunza again ordered 
Billups to stop and drop his weapon. Billups turned around and again pointed his firearm in the 
deputies' direction. In reasonable fear for his life and the life of his partner, Inzunza fired his 
service weapon four times at Billups, causing him to drop his weapon and ending the immediate 
threat. Eventually, Billups surrendered and was taken into custody. 


Billups' actions placed Deputy Inzunza and others in the area in imminent danger of death or 


great bodily injury causing Deputy Inzunza to respond with deadly force. Given the rapidly 
evolving, life threatening situation that confronted Deputy Inzunza, we conclude that he acted 
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lawfully in self-defense and defense of Deputy Sibrian. We are therefore closing our file and 
will take no further action in this matter.
